JUDGE CRISP ON 
THE PRIMARY 


He Expresses Himself on a Matter 
of General Interest. 


THE PEOPLE SHOULD say 


Wirom They Want To Represent the 
State in the Senate. 


HE SPEAKS OF THE NEW HERESY 


This Idea of Depriving Georgians of 
Their Right To Express Their 
Views on Public Questions. 


Washington, April 21. —(Special.)—Judge 

Crisp will resume his canvas in Georgia 
at the earliest possible date. He talked 
about his intentions in this respect today, 
and incidentally referred to the senatorial 
Primary. 
In response to a question as to whether 
he would resume active canvas of the 
State at an early date, Judge Crisp re- 
plied: 

“Yes, just as soon as my health will 
permit. I see some of the gold standard 
Papers are tryinz to create the impres- 
sion that I -left Georgia not because of 
Sickness, but because I was afraid to 
continue discussions. In view of my long 
public career, the number of speeches I 
have made in many of the states, and the 
debates in which I have engaged in the 
house of representatives, their contention 
is somewhat astonishing. While the press 
€enerally, both that part of it favoring a 
“single go!d standard,”’ as well as taat 
Part favoring bimetallism, has been very 
kind to me, indead more than kind, there 
are papers in Georgia which are excep- 
tions, notable exceptions to this rule. 1 
am glad to say they are few in number, 
and their injustice and misrepresentation 
has been so persistent and plain that I 
think they cannot deceive anybody. The 
people believe in ‘fair play.’ ”’ 3 

Mr. duBignon’s Letter. 

“Do you care to say anything 
Mr. duBignon’s letter?’ 

“Nothing. I didenot decide to become 
@ candidate for the senate until late in 
February last. I then notified the people 
who have so long honored me of my de- 
termination and the state executive com- 
mittee in a few days thereafter. I wrote 
asking that committee to suggest to the 
county committees the propriety of per- 
mitting the people at the primaries to ex. 
lpress ‘their choice for senator, saying 
nothing, of course, as to when the prima- 
ries should be helKd. The state committee 
directed a primary election in each coun- 
ty In the state for the election of dele- 
gates to the state convention, this election 
to be held on the 6th day of June, and re- 
quested the county committees to provide 
that on the same day and in the same 
manner, members of the legislature should 
be nominated. The committee thought it 
best not to take action on the subject matter 
of my letter, but that it should be re- 
ferred for action to the various county 
committees. Accordingly I addressed let- 
ters to the county committees asking that, 
@s a primary election was to be held on 
the 6th of June, arrangements be made 
to permit the people at that time to ex- 
press by ballot, their choice for the of- 
fice of senator. My purpose and effort 
from the first has been to avoid any com- 
binalttions or manipulations, and to enable 
the people themselves, by a direct vote, 
to determine who should represent them in 
the senate.’’ 

| As to a Suggestion. 

“What do you think of the suggestion 
that holding senatorial primaries in June 
fwill weaken the party at the polls?’’ 

‘“‘For some of those who make this sug- 
gestion I have the highest respect, and I 
do not doubt their sincerity and good 
faith; but I confess to my inability to see 
the force of their reasoning. Suppose the 
law said senators should be elected by 
the people, how would ‘we proceed in Geor- 
gia this year? We would first nominate 
our candidate. When would the people 
make known their choice as to who should 
be the nominee? Why, clearly on the 6th 
of June, when they elect delegates to the 
convention which would make the nomi- 
nation. Now, on the 6th of June most of 
our cand.dates for the legislature will be 
nominated; these candidates are the agents 
of the people to select a senator for them. 
If the 6th of June is too early for the 
people to form and express an opinion as 
to who shall be senator, then the 6th of 
June is too early to select the agent who 
ghall execute the people’s will in this re- 
gard. Two years ago many counties held 
primaries to determine the people’s choice 
for senator. These primaries, I am in- 
formed, were held at the time of the nomi- 
nation of the members of the legislature, 
and I am not aware that there was any 
complaint. 

“The suggestion that democrats will stay 
e@way from the polls in October because 
the party did not nominate the man of 
their choice in June is, it seems to me, 
without forte. If there is not cooling time 
from June to October, how will it be be- 
tween October and November? We have 
an important election in November, when 
@-president and eleven members of con- 
gress are to be voted for. If we assume 
that democrats will sulk because the par- 
ty does not elect the candidate of their 
choice, how will a primary election for 
genator in October relieve us from that 
trouble at the November election? Are we 
mot interested in the election of 2 presi- 
@dent and eleven members of congress? 

“Tl believe that the people will know as 
well in June as they will in October who 
they want for senator and whom they 
want to represent them in congress. Prac- 
tically you will find that the June prima- 
ries will dispose of all party nominations 
for the year—governor, statehouse officers, 
representatives, county officers and con- 
gressional delegates. Why should the nom- 
{nation of a senator alone be postponed? 

Do Not Need Outside Advice. 

“The people of Georgia need not wait 
to learn the will of the party in any other 
gtate. before they nominite their senator 
and representatives in congress. They are 
capable of acting for themselves, and they 
are in the habit of doing so, without wait- 
ing upon, or for, an expression of the 
views of others. There are persons and pa- 
pers in Georgia inculcating the idea that | 
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we must take no action respecting the 
nctr.ration of our senator or congressmen 
until after the meeting of our national con- 
vention, and then we should elect a sen- 
ator and eleven congressmen whose views 
on questions of finance are now in accord 
with those then expressed in our national 
platform. In other words, if the national 
convention declares for gold alone, then no 
one should be elected senator or congress- 
man who is not now in favor of the single 
gold standard. Or if the convention declares 
for free coirage of silver, then no one 
Should be elected senator or congressman 
who is not now in favor of the free coin- 
age of silver. 


A Peculiar Heresy. 


é¢ 
I do not subscribe to any such heresy 


as this, nor do I believe the people will 
when they reflect upon it. I have heen 
much gratified at the sentiment in favor 
of a popular expression as to senator ang 
rejoice that so many counties have decided 
to act upon the matter in June. I hope 
more may so decide. 

“It is most significant that some of the 
counties which have taken action recently 
have done nothing in reference to a sena- 
torial primary, notwithstanding the fact 
that my opponent in his letter urging de- 
lay declared that he was in favor of let- 
ting the people speak on this subject. While 
I do not question the sincerity of his state- 
ment to this effect, it certainly seems that 
his friends would be slow to put him in 
the false position in which he is placed by 
the action of county committees. presuma- 
blv in his favor, of omitting any reference 
to seraterial primaries and of withholding 
from the people the right to speak on tne 
Sibject. I am in favor of letting the people 
of every county in Georgia say whom they 
prefer to have as senator. I do not want 
the vote of any county whose people. are 
not for me, and I think it is a matter of 
justice to every county in the that 
the people should express their preference 
at the ballot box. I hope mv friends in 
every county tn Georgia will urge that this 
course be taken. 

“Whatever the people do will be satis- 
factory to-me. I have the utmost confi- 
dence in their capacity to manage their 
own affairs. I believe in fighting for the 
man of your own choice before nomination 
and I as fully believe in fighting for the 
choice of the majority after a nomination 
has been made. This is old-fashioned, un- 
conditional democracy, and is about the 
only kind worth anything, because it is the 
only sort which will enable us to maintain 
that party organization absolutely needful 
to party success.”’

The senate apprepriations com- 
mitte? declined ta attach it to the: sundry 
civil bill. Senator Bacon was much disap- 
pointed, as he rad got it favorably reported 
from the judiciary ccmmittee. He says, 
however, he will put it through sure at the 
next gession of congress. 

The committee also refused to attach 
an amendment to the bill paving the re- 
Inainder of the government appropriation 
to the exposition company. Senator Bacon 
says he will offer this amendment in 
open senate and hopes to put it in the bill 
over the committee’s objection. The com- 
mittee seemed to think Atlania gets 
enough in the donation of the government 
bifilding. Serator Bacon, hewever, thinks 
the senate will uphold him and pay the ex- 
positi¢n company that which is its due. 

Pattison the Latest. 

Ex-Governor Pattison is the latest admin- 
istration favorite son can®idate for the dem- 
ecratic nomination. He has asked fur the 
indorsement of his state aud will unnounce 
his candidacy in a few days. Mr. Whitney 
is said to be displeased at the indorsement 
of him on the part of the Rhode Island con- 
vention. He wants to go to Chicago as a 
worker in the ranks to whip out the free 
coinage men or to deal with them and get 
control of the convention. If he can do it 
successfully, end then thinks a democrat 
could be elected, he would go in for the 
nomination.

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GETTING THEIR DUES. 


The Senate Committee Makes Pro- 
visions for Southern War Claims. 

Washington, April 21.—The senate com- 
mittee or claims today repor:ed favorably 
as an amendment to the sundry civil =p- 
propriation bill, the omnibus bill appro- 
priating $552,466, te cover the claims report- 
ed favorably by the court of claims under 
the Bowman act for stores and supplies 
furnished the federal troops during the war 
of the rebellion by local citizens residing in 
the south. 

The cases coming up from the federal 
courts in Louisiana, involving the payment 
of the sugar bounty claims held up by 
Comptroller Bowler will be argued in the 
supreme court of the Uniled States tomor- 
rew. For the claimants Joseph H. Choate 
end ex-Senator Manderson will appear; 
the government and Mr. Bowler, it is said, 
will be represented by Solicitor General 
Conrad and Assistant Whitney 


JUMPS ON THE CABINET. 


The Senate Was Not Satisifed with 
That Body. 


Paris, April 21.—In the senate today M. 
de Moule made an attack upcn the cabinet 
and. denounced their remaining in power af- 
ter having been defeated in the senate as a 
violation of the constitution. The senate 
he said, was willing to vote the Madazas- 
car credits only to a constitutional minis- 
try. He, therefore, proposed that the sen- 
ate adjourn until a ministry ‘should come 
before it which possessed the confidence of 
both houses of the French parliament. 

Premier Bourgeois protested against such 
action. It was not the senate’s preroga- 
tive, he declared, thus to judge the min- 
istry, a right which belonged to the na- 
tional congress alone. 

The senate, by a vote of 171 to 90, adopted 
a motion to defer discussion of the Mada- 
eascar credits until a new ministry should 
pe formed. The ministers left the senate 
chamber when the vote on the motion was 
announced and assembled at the foreign 
office to discuss the situation.

THE MAJORITIES DWINDLE ASTONISHINGLY 
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In the City the Contest Was Hot—The 
Boxes Are Guarded—In the Coun- 
try There Was Killing.

New Orleans, La., April 21.—(Special.)— 
Today’s election was the most exciting and 
surprising ever held in Louisiana, and has 
caused almost a panic in the democratic 
ranks. 

The election was for both state and 
city officers. 

The municipal contest in New Orleans 
was between the democrats and the citi- 
zen'’s league,an organization which set to 
work to reform the city government, and 
which nominated not only candidates for 
municipal officers, but candidadtes for the 
legislature 28 ewell. 

It Was a Great Change. 

The democrats had backing of the 
state and the control of the city election 
machinery organization, and were deemed 
certain to win, but from the very beginning 
of the voting it became evident that the 
league had carried the day. 

There no fighting at the polls, but 
at the first ward the democratic commis- 
sioners refused to open the boxes or court 
the The citizens’ ieague, at its 
headquarters at Odd Fellows hall, sent 
an armed squad of fifty men tonight to 
each of the precincts to prevent any inter- 
ference with the election or non-counting 
of the

The Majority Is Large. 

Returns at this heur show a majority 
for the league of 9,264 in a total vote of 
30,600 counted, and indicate that it has 
carried the city by 14,000 majority, elected 
the mayor, councilmen and 
ipal officers and every one of its candidates 
for senator and representatives. 

The most astounding result, however, 
was ‘the diseovery that New Orleans, which 
has 000 white majority, has 
gone for Pharr, the republican candidate 
for governor, by 300 to 1,000 majority, 
against 22,272 democratic majority at the 
last election. 

The County Shows Republican Gains. 

The news from the parishes is meager, 
but shows heavy republican gains nearly 
everywhere. Ascension goes republican by 
1,500, a gain of 3,300 compare@™ with the 
presidential election of 1892. East Baton 
repubiican by 2,000, a gain of 
2,400. St. Landry 300, a gain of 600. 
St. Mary by 2,000, a gain of 3,000. Iberia 
by 500, a gain of 1,200. 

Madison gives 2,800 majority for Foster, 
democratic; Rapids, 3,000: Red River, 800; 
‘DeSoto, 750: Webster, 770; Caddo, 3,000. 

The Democratic Loss. 
indications point to a democratic 
majority of 22,000, against 62,590 in the 
presidential election in 1892, and 86,9135 in 
the state election of 1888. 

The vote for governor is counted by 
the legislature, and the democrats are 
very much alarmed over the _ possibility 

they may not have control of that 
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It is impossible, however, to give any 
definite figures on that point as yet, but 
the general assembly will be close.

But New Orleans Was Lost to the Dem- 
} ocratic Party. 

New Orleans, La., April 21.—The Citizens’ 
League elected their candidate for mayor 
by upward of 10,000 majority over Con- 
gressman Charles F. Buck. They also elect 
their entire city and councilmanic ticket. 

The negro vote went almost solidly for 
the Citizens’ League. The combination of 
Citizens’ Leaguers and republicans was en- 
geneered to success by the political skill of 
ex-Governor H. C. Warmoth, and to him 
the league is largely indebted. 

The vote of Governor Foster and Pharr, 
the republican candidate for governor, 1s 
close, but Foster will probably have 1,000 
majority. The democrats will carry the 
state by a good majority and control the 
legislature. The returns are coming in 
slowly, as many of the parishes have no 
telegraph communication. No trouble has 
been reported from any country point, even 
St. Landrsehaving a peaceable election, con- 
trary to expectation.

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SCOTT JACKSON ON. TRIAL 


CHARGED WITH THE MURDER OF 
PEARL BRYAN. 


The Courtroom at Newport Crowded. 
The Arraignment by Attorney 
Leckhart. 


Cincinnati, April 21.—(Special.)—Scott 
Jackson was piaced on trial today for the 
murder of Pearl Bryan on February 1st. 
Two hours before the opening of the court 
at Newport, the streets and sidewalks 
were jammed with hundreds of men, W0O- 
men and children from the three cities. 

There was a wild jam when Jackson, 
handcuffed to Jailer Bitzer, walked from 
the jail to the courtroom. Admission was 
by card oniy, and only a limited number 
of the tickets were issued by Sheriff Plum- 
mer. Tables were arranged for thirty 
newspaper men and all were occupied. 

Jackson seemed nervous throughout the 
day. He has grown a full beard and looks 
like he did the night Pearl Bryan's head 
was cut off. 

It took but three hours to secure a jury. 
Attorney Crawford, for the defense, moved 
to exclude the detectives from the room, 
and Judge Helm said he would pass upon 
the motion in due time. “If they are ex- 
cluded, so should the newspaper report- 
ers be,’ spoke up Colonel Neison, for the 
state, 

The witnesses were taken from the room 
and Commonwealth Attorney Lockheart 
read the indictment) amidst intense si- 
lence. It charged Scott Jackson and Alonzo 
Walling with the killing Pearl Bryan by 
cutting her head off. : 

“It is a part of my duty to outline some 
of the evidence,’ said Attorney Lockheart, 
opening the case for the commonwealth. 
“Scott Jackson was at Greencastle, Ind., 
in 1895, where he met Pear! Sryan, the 
youngest daughter of a reputable family. 
Pearl’s father lives in Burbon county.” 

Attorney Crawford objected to this state- 
ment. 

*‘Pearl was an unsophisticated country 
girl. Jackson was an accomplished, much- 
traveled gentleman. The girl became his 
victim. Then the accused man wrote to 
her to. come to Cincinnati. She came 
January 2sth. Jackson did not meet her, 
but a witness, who will testify, met her. 
She met Jackson the following morning. 
That. day he wag seen frequently with her, 
only in Cincinnati, but also in this 
State, up to Friday night. That night the 
commonwealth expects to show he was 
with her in a vehicle, and that he drove 
with her to the spot’ where her headless 
body was: found Saturday morning. He 
Was found later with her satchel and 
clothing. 

“We will show that Alonzo Walling knew 
Pearl Lryan. We will show that Jackson 
is the man who murdered that innocent 
girl,” saig@ Mr. Lockheart, pointing his 
linger at Scott Jackson. 

‘he prisoner's face turned blood red. 

“We will show that he was a Dr. Jeky! 
and Mr. Hyde; in Greencastle, a model: in 
Cincinnati, associatang with lewd women 
of both colors. We will prove that before 
the murder he exaibited a dissecting knife, 
well suited for the awful use to which it 
Was put.’”’ 

The first witness was John Hewling, the 
boy who discovered the headless body ly- 
ing on the grass near the Alexandria pike. 
He said that there was only about a 
pint of blood on the ground. This, the de- 
fense will claim, would tend to show that 
Pearl Bryan was not murdered at this 
place, but was brought there after the 
crime was committed. 

Coroner Tingleiss’s testimony was the 
Same as elicited at the coroner’s inquest, 
and closed the day’s proceedings. 


HE WAS ELECTROCUTED. 


The Foreman of the Jury Which Con- 
victed Holmes Meets Death. 

Philadelphia, April 21.—Linford L. Liles, 
sixty-five years of age, was killed and his 
George E. Biles, thirty-one years of 
age, was badly injured this morning by 
coming in contact with a wire that 
crossed with an electric light or trolley car 
current. 

The father and son went on to the roof 
of their home, No. 1031 Tasker st:eet, about 
"::30 o’clock to investigate a fire, a tele- 
graph wire having ignited the woodwork. 
The parent seized the wire and the cur- 
rent was so heavy that he was electrocuted. 
George E. Biles endeavored to extricate 
the wire from his father’s grasp ar:l he, 
too, was seriously hurt. The son was re- 
moved to St. Agnes hospital, where he 
lay unconscious for five hours. He will 
probably recover. 

Linford L. Biles was foreman of the jury 
that convicted H. H. Holmes of taurder in 
the first degree on the charge of killing 
Benjamin Pietzel. He was a well-known 
citizen and for a number of years rad been 
paymaster at the Atlantic Oil Works. 
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SHz WILL NOT BE ELECTROCUTED 


The New York Courts Stand Between 
Marie Barberie and the Chair. 

Albany, N. Y., April 21.—The court of 
appeals has reversed judgment of the con- 
viction for murder of the lower court and 
ordered a new trial in the case of Marie 
3arberie, of New York city, now in Sing 
Sing prison awaiting electrocution for the 
murder of her betrayer, Domenico Cataldo. 
Cataldo had refused to marry her, after 
promising to do so some two months be- 
fore the murder, and in the despair to 
which sne was driven, she sought him one 
day in a saloon and cut his throat while 
he sat at a table playing cards. The 
court of appeals reverses the judgment of 
the lower court, both upon the evidence 
and the charge to the jury. Judge O’Brien 
writes the opinion and all the judges pres- 
ent concur in the decision. 


Not Only To Borrow Money. 

Yokohama, April 21.—The envoy who has 
been sent to Russia by the Corean govern- 
ment has not only been empowered to raise 
a loan of $8,000,090, but to ask for Russian 
troops to guard the King’s palace. He nas 
also been authorized to request that Rus- 
sian advisors be sent to the Corean gov- 
ernment and ask for Russian millitary in- 
structors to organize a Corean army.

THE OTHER DYING 


An Enraged Alabama Sheriff Shoots 
with a Good Aim. 


HIS WIFE WAS THE CAUSE 


A Prominent Alabama Politician Was 
His Target. 


BUT THE MARKSMAN KILLS THE WRONG MAN 


Two Brothers Were Together When the 
Shooting Began—The Wrong 
Cne Dead.

Montgomery, Ala., April 21.—(Special.)— 
A highly sensational tragedy, and one in- 
volving individuals who stand very high 
in social and political circles in Alabama, 
was enacted at the depot here this morn- 
ing. 

Mardis Wood, of Dallas, democratic state 
executive committeeman from the state 
at large, was sitting with his brother, 
Percy Wood, a Selma, Ala., attorney, on 
a truck at the depot, awaiting the arrival

of the 6:30 train to New Orleans, when R. 
H. Kennedy, sheriff of Dallas county, 
came up behind them and calling to Mardis 
Wood, opened fire on him with a shotgun 
loaded with buckshot. 

Percy Wood Shot Down. 

Percy Wood attempted to draw his pistol, 
when Kennedy fired again and the younger 
Wood fell to the plaform fatally wounded. 

Mardis Wood fled and Kennedy pursued 
him reloading and continuing firing on 
him. 

Wood emptied his pistol and fell and by 
this time Kennedy had cooled off. He 
jumped into ‘a hack, drove to the jail and 
surrendered. He declines to talk, but the 


cause of the tragedy is no secret, 
For some months it has been rumored 


that Mardis Wood was unduly intimate 


with Kennedy’s wife. ‘Two months ago 
she is said to have followed Wood to New 
Orleans, where he holds a fat government 
appointment in the internal revenue de- 
partment. 

When Kennedy learned yesterday that 
Wood was here, he «came forthwith. He 
learned that Wood expected to leave at 
§:20 o’clock and met him at the depot just 
before the train arrived, when the tragedy 
ensued. 

Will Lose Both Arms. 

Percy Wood is dead and Mardis W950d 
is in a critical condition. If his life is saved 
he will lose hoth arms, it is stated. 

Kennedy was not hurt. 

Mardis Wood was nominated by the 
democrats of the fourth Alabama district 
for congress last year, but resigned to 
accept a government position. He is ason 
of Probate Judge Wood, of Dallas. 

Kennedy stands very high in Alabama 
and his wife belongs to one of the fore- 
most families in the state. It is stated that 
Kennedy missed the train on which he 
expected to come here last night and drove 
the forty miles from Selma to this city 
in a buggy during the night. 


DID HE SUICIDE? 


A Prominent St. Louis Man Found at 
the Bottom of a Lake. 

St. Louis, April 21.—Captain D. H. Slat- 
tery met a suGden death yesterday morning 
at Kirge’s Lake, about thirty miles from 
here, under circrmstances which indicate 
svicide. 

He left the clubhouse in a sailboat, and 
two hours later the boat was found capsiz- 
ed and the captain missing. The lake was 
dragged and his remains were recovered, 

Ceptain Slattery a few months ago was 
charged with having appropriated $130,000 of 
the funds of the Merchants’ Elevator Com- 
rery, of which he was prevident and man- 
eger. This charge was based upon an ex- 
pert accountant’s report, anu suit Was at 
once filed for the amount, which was to 
ccme up Thursday.

WEYLER TALKS FOR PAPERS 


There Is No Cruel Treatment Allowed 
on the Island,

A VERY INTERESTING PAPER FOUND 


A Dead Soldier's Packet Is Said To 
Have Given Up an Order To Hang 
Sugar Planters. 
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Havana, April 21.—Official reports, giv- 
ing further details of the engagement be- 
tween the insurgents and’ General Mel- 
quizo’s command, which was reported yes- 
terday, have been received. 

According to these reports the Spanish 
Officers have been informed by peasants 
that the rebels buried eight more dead and 
Carried away with them seventeen wounded 
men. 

General Arolas reports that bands of 
rebels fired upon the forts at Martin Mesa 
and at Mariel, which form the northern 
Part of the trocha, or military line across 
the island. 

The attacks were unsuccessful, and the 
rebels were repulsed. In their retreat the 
insurgents set fire to and destroyed a few 
wuts a short distance from both forts. 


What Weyler Wants Printed. 

Captain General Weyler personally re- 
quested the American correspondents in 
Havana to transmit the following to the 
journals whicd they represent: 

“Among the documents found upon the 
body of the rebel leader Juan Suarez Gon- 
Zales, who was Killed in the engagement at 
Jesus Maria, reported yesterday, was a 
communication from Lacret ordering him 
ot hang the owners of sugar estates who 
were proceeding witn grinding operations 
and all marauders as soon as their iden- 
tity Was established.” 

The correspondent of The New York Her- 
ald, who is following the rebel party un- 
der Lacret, wiil doubtless continue to cir- 
culate reports of the kind treatment ac- 
corded by the rebels to non-combatants, 
Which is declared to be similar to all ap- 
pearances to the treatment by other lead- 
ers and in contrast to the proceedings 
Said to be employed by the Spanish col- 
umns, 

No Cruel Treatment. 

General Weyler makes an emphatic de- 
nial of the false reports printed in American 
newspapers. He declares that no outrages 
have been or are being committed by Span- 
ish troops, and that the rights of pacificos 
are respected. None of this class of per- 
sons, he says, has been molested. Orders 
to shoot prisoners have been gZiven only 
after the trial and cdnviction by court 
martial of rebels who have been captured 


with arms in their possession and those 


who are proven incendiaries. 


VILA HAS MANY FIGHTS. 


He Reports Having Routed the Rebels, 
but the Reports Are Doubted. 
Havana. April 21.—Colonel Viia reports 
having had several engagements with 
_ bands belonging to Maceo’s command near 

Segua Cabanas. 

The insurgents were dislodged from the 
Tapia hills after a heavy fire of cannon 
and musketry. They fled in different direc- 
tiona, leaving behind them twenty-five 
killed and wounded. The troops are still 
in pursuit of the rebels. 

Colonel Vila also reports that while a 
detachment of his command was _ leaving 
Cabanas for the Bramales estate the center 
and rear guards were attacked by rebels, 
who were repulsed. The troops followed 
them to Vigia and San Claudio. Numer- 
ous rebel groups who were in ambush were 
dispersed after three hours’ fighting. The 
rebel loss is supposed to have been large. 
No mention is made of any Spanish loss 
in either fight. For this reason Cubans 
here look wpon the reports with suspicion, 
believing them to be, like many other of- 
ficial announcements, without any basis in 
truth. 

Forty guerillas of San Antonio de los 
Banos, in an engagement with a local 
rebel band, captured four residents of that 
town, who had disappeared in the confu- 
sion of the fight, with the intention of 
joining the rebels. They were killed by 
the guerillas.

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NO RAY OF HOPE YET. 


General Lee’s Friends Are Trying To 
Keep Him Away from Cuba. 

Washington, April 21.—In the oral diccus- 
Sions of Cuban affairs which have taken 
Place between the Spanish minister and 
Secretary Olney during the last few wecks, 
an informal memorandum of some fifty or 
sixty reform measures, which, under cer- 
tain contingencies, the Spanjsh govern- 
ment is willing to accord. to Cuba, is under- 
stood to have played an important part. 

These -‘oncessions are entirely distinct 
from the decree of the 15th of March, 1895, 
which was promulgated by the Spanish 
queen regent seventeen days after the 
Outbreak of the insurrection, and 
countersigned by Buenaventura de Abar- 
zuza, minister of the colonies, himself a 
native of Havana. 

That decree provided .a system of gov- 
ernment for the island of Cuba and for the 
readjustment of its civil) administration, 
but left, as now, absolute revisionary power 
in the hands of the governor general. At 
the very outset of the plan it was provided 
that. whenever the governor genstal shall 
judge any decision of the counci)? to be 
contrary to the laws, or to the general in- 
terests of the ration, he shall suspend its 
«xecution, and shall himseif take provision- 
ary measures as to the public needs, which 
would otherwise have been granted. 

The new proposals of reform which have 
been informally brought under discussion 
between ihe Spanish minister and Secretary 
Olney are broader and more liberal than 
the decree and approach mcre nearly to 
political autonomy, but are accompanied 
by conditicns which apparently render their 
adoption, or even their consideration by the 
insurgents, a matter of impossibility. 

As in the case of the ten-year war, 
Spain insists, as a preliminary to negotia- 
tions, that the insurgents shall first lay 
down their arms, as it is against the dignity 
of the Spanish crown to treat with armed 
rebels. The Cuban leaders assert that 
when they complied with similar conditions 
in 1878,° in order to secure the reforms 
pledged to them by Martinez Campos, the 
pledges then made were chiefly left unfilled 
and they emphatically decline to be again 
deceived in a like manner. Consequently 
the proffered measure of reform is likely 
to fall to the ground as far as Cuba is 
concerned, though some similar provisions 
may probably be tendered to Puerto Rico, 
where no rebellion exists. Nothing in the 
Suggested plan, as it now stands, holds out 
any prospect of a speedy termination of 
this desolating war. 

Private advices received here from Ha- 
vana indicate that the hopes which were at 
first expressed that the appointment of 
General Fitzhugh Lee as consul general to 
Havana might open up some way of ad- 
justment have died away. It is doubted 
whether General Lee will be able to as- 
sume his duties for months to come. This 
is the beginning of the most deadly sicken- 
ing season in Cuba. 

Friends of General 


Lee who have been 
long residents in Cuba are said to haye 
written to him strongly dissuading him 
from attempting to take up his duties until 
the rainy season is over. 


COLONEL NUNEZ SURRENDERS. 


He Was Charged with Aiding the Ber- 
muda on to Cuba. 

Philadelphia, April 21.—Colonel Emilio 
Nunez, of this city, who is accused of aid- 
ing in the recent filibustering expedition 
of the steamer Bermuda from New York 
to Cuba, and who could not be located 
when John D. Hart, the head of the Hart 
steamship line, ana Captain John O'Srien, 
First Mate Edward Murpny and tne -car- 
penter, Albert Simonson, of the steamer, 
were arraigned here on Saturday on the 
same charge, surrendered to United Siates 
Commissioner Bell this afternoon. 

Tle was formally held in $1,000 bail for 
trial in the United States court in New 
York on May 13th. 

Messrs. Hart, O’Brien and Murphy are 
under the same bail, Simonson having been 
discharged. 

Colonel Nunez, who is a leader of the 
Cuban Junta in Philadelphia, stated to 
the commissicner that he had been absent 
from the city and knew nothing of the issu- 
ance of the warrants for his arrest until 
recentiIv and that as soon as he reacned 
Philadelphia today he gave himself up. 

Judge Butler, in the United States dis- 
trict ccurt, today granted a warrant of re- 
moval fer the transfer of eleven members 
of the crew of the Bermuda to New York, 
where they. will testify against the ac- 
cused. The men are under $250 bail each 
for their appearance as witnesses, and not 
securing) bail have been incarcerated here.

| THE DAY IN THE SENATE. 


The Indian Schools Occupy the Atten- 
tion of the Senators. 

Washington, April 21.—The Indian appro- 
priation bill occupied the attention of the 
Senate today. 

The discussion as to appropriations to 
pay for “legal services’? rendered to the 
“old settlers or western Cherokees” result- 
ed in the rejection, yeas fifteen, nays 
thirty-six, of an amendment offered by Mr. 
Chandler, allowing the claimants to bring 
Suit on the court of claims, and in the 
Subsequent adoption of the committee 
amendment for payment of specified 
anrounts to about fifteen claimants. 

After the matter was out of the way the 
question of sectarian Indian schools came 
up and gave rise to a rather interesting 
discussion, which was not concluded when 
the senate at 5:30 o’clock adjourned till 
tomorrow. 

At 2 o’clock the Peffer bond resolution 
was laid before the senate as ‘unfinished 
business” pro forma, but Mr. Hill was on 
the alert to see that it was passed over, 
according to the understanding of yester- 
day. 

The sectarian Indian school matter came 
up On @a@€n amendment by Mr. Cockrell, 
democrat, of Missouri, which declares it 
to he the settled policy of the government 
to make no appropriation whatever for the 
education of Indian children ‘n sectarian 
schools as soon as provisions ean he raude 
for them otherwise and requiring such 
provision to be made before 2888. 

Mr. Pettigrew, republican, of &cutlt Da- 
kota, expressed his willingness to accept 
Mr. Cockrell’sy amendment; quoted a let- 
ter front the commissioner of indian af- 
fairs stating that it would require a period 
of two years and an expenditure of #1,200,- 
“U0 to supply schools and tea:ners fcr the 
children now attending sectarian «-hccls. 
Fie intimated that some senacors wee 
afraid to do what was right lest they 
might offend some secret organiza ion. 

Mr. Gallinger, republican, of New Hamp- 
Shire, spoke in favor of the houss pro:csi- 
tion in denunciation of what he called the 
“open and palpable opposition to the com- 
mon school system of the United Siates,”’ 
He repudiated the insinuation of “cccult 
influences,” and said it did not apply to 
him. But he believed that in this matter 
the people had come to the parting of the 
ways. It had been a reproach and :!} ame 
that the government of the Wnited Staics 
had been violating not only the spirir, but 
the letter of the constitution in the matter 
of appropriations to sectarian irstitutions. 
In the spirit of patriotism and justice he 
advocated the proposition of tLe nouse Ge- 
Claring it to be the intent of the aer, that 
no money appropriated «n it snoutd be vaid 
for education in secta..an schools. ‘Tat 
was the American doctrine. That was the 
doctrine which the people were going to 
Stand upon. Church and state should be 
absolutely and eternally divorced. 

Mr. George, of Mississippi, also favored 
the house proposition and opposed Mr. 
Cockrell’s amendment. He asserted that 
the Baptist church had opposed all appro- 
priations from the treasury and had uni- 
formly from the very beginning refused 
to defile its hands with any such fund. 

Mr. Kyle, of South Dakota, advocated 
the Cockrell amendment. He spoke with 
approval of the missionary work done by 
the Catholic church among the Indians, 
and suggested that a couple of years 
Should be allowed to permit that church 
to maintain its schools among the In- 
dians at its own expense. 

Mr. Thurston, republican, of Nebraska, 
professed his profound respect for every 
religion, but asserted .that “‘we are all 
determined, from this time on, that the 
fundamental policy of the government shall 
be recognized, that church and state shall 
be and remain divorced.”’ 

Mr. Gray, of Delaware, expressed his 
Surprise at hearing the solemn warning 
and invocation of the senator from Ne- 
braska ‘‘to fright us from our propriety’”’ 
in dealing simply justice to a class of 
Self-devoted American citizens. Hie sent 
to the clerk’s desk and had read extracts 
from a recent address of Archbishop Ire- 
land, declaring that there is no room in 
the United States-for a conflict between 
chureh and state, and said that those ideas 
would do credit to the ininisters of any 
denomination. 

“Protestantism,” he declared, “is not 
bigotry: and Christianity is not fanatic- 
ism. They are both consistent with broad 
common sense and true American spirit. 
tduecation by a Baptist preacher, a 
Protestant minister or a Catholic priest, is 
better than no education at all. The 
foundations of freedom in this country 
were not laid in any way to forbid the 
mere touch of a Christian minister as if 
It were pollutéd. Christian ministers have 
performed a great part in the past history 
of the country. They have performed a 
great part in the education of American 
youth. They have never taught any lesson 
that was wanting in patriotism, and 1 
am not willing that the law shall treat 
with insult and contumly a portion of the 
community which has devoted. itself to 
teaching the gospel of Christ, whether in 
a Catholic church or in a Methodist, Bap- 
tist or Protestant church.” 

Mr. Thurston said that he was at a 
loss to understand how anything he had 
said had aroused the senator from Dela- 
ware to such a pitch of defense for one 
particular religious denomination. He de- 
clared that he had said no word, had inade 
no suggestion that could be traced as 
pointing to any denomination. The senator 
fron’ Delaware could go no farther than 
he in reverent admiration for the barefoot 
priest, with the cross of Christ on his 
breast, who had made pathways through 
the wilderness and spread for centuries, 
the Christian doctrine of the lowly Nazar- 
ene. 

Mr. Teller, republican, 
sketched the history of the contract 
schools, remarking that the_ Catholic 
church, by its methods was better calcu- 
lated than other denominations, to obtain 
and keep control of wild people. The 
Catholic schools seemed to be the most 
successful Indian schools in the United 
States. He favored, however, the house 
provisions for the immediate abolition of 
ail contract schools.

THE HOUSE ROUTINE. 


The Only Democrat from Illinois Will 


Lose His Seat. 

Washington, April 21.—Had there been 
a quorum present today at the close of a 
six-hour session, the populist vote of the 
house of representatives would have been 
increased. from seven to eight by the 
adoption of a resolution declaring Albert 
T. Goodwin entitled to a seat as repre- 
sentative from the fifth Alabama district. 

It had previously been voted—forty- 
seven to one hundred and nine—that James 
kK. Cobb, denfocrat, was not elected repre- 
sentative from that district in -the fifty- 
fourth congress and that he was not 
entitled to the seat, thus reducing the 
democratic strength from one_hundred to 
ninety-nine. Goodwin was nominated by 
the populists, and indorsed by the Jeffer- 
sonian democracy and republicans, and the 
votes upon his right to the seat were given 
by the republicans and populists in the 
house. Mr. Cobb was supported by the solid 
democratic vote, 

consideration of the 
Mr. Cobb championed his own 
and was assisted by Mr. Bartlett, 
democrat, of Georgia. The recommenda- 
tion of committee No. 1 Was supported 
by Messrs. Daniels, republican, of New 
York, chairman; and Mr. Royce, republi- 
can, Of Indiana. Votes were taken, viva 
voce, on the resolution, declaring Mr. Cobb 
entitled to this seat, forty-seven ayes, 
one hundred and nine noes, and, by ballot, 
on a notion to recommit the case made 
by Mr. Dinsmore, of Arkansas—years six- 
ty, nays one hundred and thirty. On the 
resolution déclaring Mr. Goodwin entitled 
to the seat the vote was yeas one hundred 
and twenty-one, nays forty-five. This was 
not a quorum and on motion by Mr. Ding- 
ley, of Maine, at 5:50 o’clock, the house 
adjourned util tomorrow, leaving the 
question to be settled then. 

Before the house entered upon the con- 
Sideration of the election, Mr. Henderson, 
of lowa, endeavored to secure unanimous 
consent for the postponement of the opera- 
tion of the agreement made last week to 
consider the bankruptcy bill on Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday of this week to.Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday of next 
week, but Mr. Hepburn, of lowa, object- 
ed, being opposed to the consideration of 
any bill of that character.

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‘A LETTER FROM DIAZ 


That is of Interest Since the Arrest 
of the Divine. 


SHOWING HIS WORK IN CUBA. 


The Work Being Done to Secure His 
Release From Morro Castle by 
Friends Everywherp. 


Rev. I. T. Tichenor, treasurer of the 
home mission board, is in receipt of two 
letters from Rev. Dr. A. J. Diaz, the prom- 
inent Baptist. minister who is in a Spanish 
jail in Cuba. One of the letters was dated 
some time in March and the other three 
days before his arrest. The one dated in 
March stated facts about the way in which 
the missionaries were being persecuted by 
the Spaniards. This letter was not sent 
at the time because Dr. Diaz feared that 
it would cause trouble between the United 
States and Spain. Not wishing to be the 
cause of any such trouble, he decided to 
suffer the indignities until they became 


unbearable. In the latter dated April llth 
he inclosed the one written in March, an- 
ticipating trouble and wishing to be pre- 
pared for it. 

At the time of his arrest Diaz had sent 
all of the other Baptist ministers out of 
the country, fearing that they, being Cu- 
bans and not naturalized citizens of the 
wnited States lbke he, would be ar-csted 
and probably shot. 

Ife remained until every one of ihem 
had gone, saw them all safe in another 
ccuniry before he tock any active steps 
to cave himseif. He thought that the fact 
thet he is a citizen of the United States 
would Keep the Spaniards from mistreat- 
ing him. He made no allowances for the 
great hatred that the Spanish have fcr 
everything that is American. 

Dr. Diaz has established Red Cross sia- 
tions all through Cuba for the relief of the 
wounded Spanish soldiers, and though he 
is a Cuban by birth and at heart he has 
done more for the relief of poor Spanish 
soldiers left on the field to die than any 
Spaniard ever 4 

Dr. Tichenor has recefved letters and dis- 
patches from all over the south from 
people who express their sympathy for Diaz 
end arc ready to do anything in their 
power for his speedy release. The lettér 
that was received from him yesterday will 
be read with general interest. The foliow- 
ing is an exitract from it: 

“Havana, Cuba, April 11. 1896.—Dr. I. T. 

Tichenor. Dear Sir: We have suffered as 
usual the persecutions of our enemies. You 
may read the inclosed communication which 
I had ready for you last month, but I did 
not send it because I did not want to 
create anv trouble between our govern- 
ment and this government. We will siffer 
long fer the cause of our blessed Mas- 
ter. 
‘Last Thursday evening I had a congre- 
gation of 1,000, and ‘nearly 50) was a moving 
congregation that disturbed us in such a 
way that we were not able to distribute 
the ‘Lord’s supper.’ 

“At San Micuel the priests use their in- 
fluence with the Spanish troops in order to 
menace Mr. Bueno, and they did so rough 
that Bueno had to escape to Havana with 
his family to save their lives. We are not 
safe here, and they may kill us at any 
time thev want. 

“Our church still is crowded 
congregatiors, numbering from 49 to 500 
people. Next Sunday I shall baptize six 
girls belonging to our ‘female school,’ 
three of whom are supported by the ladies 
of Baltimore, and have been over four 
vears in the school. [I don’t preach as 
usual and the result is IT feel little excited 
after the service, because T did not say 
what I ought to say. Pray for us, brother, 
arfd over all pray that the ‘word of God’ 
be free among us as it is with ycu. Nearlv 
a vear IT don’t preach free. Could you ask 
for protection for our churches? 

“IT shall commence to make the 
for Rrother Dunson next week. 

“Give my regards to all. Brother O’Hal- 
loran is going today to Key West. Yours 
in Christ, DIAZ ™ 

A letter was also received from Rev. J. 
V. Cova, who left Cuba a few days before 
Diaz was arrested. and is now in Tampa 
ty the letter it will be seen that Diaz was 
prevailed upon by his associates to leave 
Havana. Diaz believed that it was his du- 
ty to remain at anv cost and at least see 
his brother ministers safely away before 
he made any attempt to leave himself. 
Tie acted as rear guard and was captured. 
A part of the letter from Cova is as fol- 
lows: 

‘Recent news advises that he is charged 
of promoting correspondence between the 
insurgents and the United States, but | 
am almost sure that it is a mere pretense 
to cover the true cause of his arrest. 

‘“Diaz’s imprisonment vroves the oppor- 
tunity of mv leaving Cuba a few days 
before, as I was certain something evil was 
planning against us. On my departure I 
advised him most.earnestly to come to this 
country without delay, but he said he de- 
sired above all that Brother O'Halloran 
and myself, who are not American citizens, 
would be safe and that he would remain 
some days more to leave everything set- 
tled in regard to our work, trusting that 
his American condition had nothing to fear 
from the government. He was wrong, as 
facts prove.”’ 

A few days ago Dr. Tichenor received a 
cablegram from Havana. The dispatch had 
no signature and contained only the one 
word, ‘“‘Come.’’ On receiving it he wrote 
to Congressman Black, asking him if he 
thought it advisable to go and if it would, 
in his opinion, do any good. Yesterday 
morning he received the following answer: 

“Don’t think your presence there would 
do anv good. Have fust seen the secre- 
tary of state. Everything possible will be 
done here and am hopeful. Wrote last 
night and will write todav.

Columbia, Ss. C., Avril 21.—(Special.)—

law, if the amendment is held to be con- 
stitutional in the test case that is to be 
tried at Charlotte soon. “Judge Cimonton,” 
said the governor, “in rendering his. deci- 
sion ona person having the right to import 
liquors for personal use, said in part: 

‘*Nowhere in the act are liquors contain 
ing alcohol declared against morals, 
healtn and welfare of the community. If 
this had been declared, the decision might 
different.’ 
meet this,”’ continued the gov- 
ernor, “his words have been incorporated 
in the amendment and alcoholic drinks 
are expressly stated to be deleterious to the 
morais, health and welfare of the people, 
and, being such, all imported drinks must 
be analyzed by the state chemist to see if 
they are pure. This law is expected to 
come under the pure food acts passed by 
congress. If the case is decided against 
the state, Judge Simonton will be going 
back on what he has previously said. 
Should the case be decided for the state, 
seizures of all packages, whether for per- 
sonal use or otherwise. will be ordered, 
and they will be sent to Columbie. The 
private packages wili not be analyzed hy 
the state chemist, but will be let to run into 
the tanks at the dispensary.’’ 

“Then will there be no way of getting 
whisky except from the dispensary”’ was 
asked. 

The governor answered that such would 
be the case.

STILL DISCUSSING DUELS. 


Dr. Bachen Tells of Meetings Where 
Men in the Wrong Survived. 
Berlin, April 21.—In the reichstag today, 
Dr. Bachen, the centrist leader, raised a 
debate on the question of dueling by call- 
ing attention to the recent duel between 
Von Kettleshod, an officer attached to the 
imperial yachti Hohenzollern/; and Herr 
von Zenker, a prominent Berlin lawyer, 
resulting in the death of the latter. This 
affair, he said, furnished an instance in 
which the injured party had no chance 
through legal methods of obtaining satis- 
faction, and was driven to the extreme of 
having recourse to a duel in which he was 
killed, while the man who had offered the 
insult which caused the duel got off with 
light punishment. The more recent duel 
between Liebrecht won Kotzs and Baron 
von Schraeder was a more difficult matter 
to deal with. The event, he said, must 
produce the conviction in certain high 
quarters that reform is necessary, and 
must come ‘rom above. Would it not be 
possible, he asks, that the emperor’s clear 
judgment might ultimately drive the cus- 

tom of dueling out of the world? 

Dr. Bachen then recalled the historic or- 
der of Frederick the Great concerning the 
dismissal of officers from the army for 
taking the law into their own hands. The 
organization of German courts of Honor, 
he added, left much to be desired, and the 
present time was a favorable time for 
reform. 

Dr. Boetticher, imperial secretary of state 
for the ‘interior, replied that the as- 
sumption that the authorities had not done 
their duty was groundless. He could not 
admit that as a matter of course. The law, 
he said, was applied without distimction 
as to the position or vocation of offenders. 
The chancellor, he contifiued, had given 
earnest consideration to the question as to 
what measures were possible to ensure 
respect for the lay. but he had not as yet 
arrived at any decision. Therefore, com- 
munications to the government in regard 
to the matter were at present inadvisable. 

Herr Hickert, radical-unionist, expressed 
hope that the freisinnige resolution de- 
manding the suppression of dueling, which 
would be offered. tomorrow, would be 


adopted. 

Kotze and Schraeder, he declared, might 
have been watched by the police the same 
as socialist suspects were watched. The 
method, he said, would be desirable inas- 
much as Spain and Belgium were imposing 
heavy fines and terms of imprisonment 
upon duelists with the result of greatly 
restricting the practice.

Tom Allen, the Escaped Murderer, 
Captured by the Sheriff 


WAS FOUND ON AN ISLAND 


Zhe Sheriff and Posse Came Upon Tom 
and His Companions—Resistance 
Was Useless.

Macon, Ga., April 21.—(Special.)—Tom Al- 
len has been Captured, 

This announcement is of general interest 
and will attract the attention of the state 
bec: vse of the crime for which he was sen- 
tenced to death, his escape from the Bibb 
county jail, his Successful eluding of the of- 
Heers until now, despite the larze re wards-- 
over 31.900 offered for him—and finally the 
thr ling manner of his arrest, 

Allen fatally sho; Charley Carr without 
Provocation on the night of September 13, 
iso, in Cassidy & Cerr's bar. at 
Of Mu'berry and Fifth Streets. 
rested and put in Jail. He was tried in the 
following November before Judge Griggs 
in Kibb superior court. He was defended 
by Messrs. J. W. Preston, J. H. Blount, Jr., 
and W. J. Grace. The state Was represeit- 
ed by Solicitor Gereral Felion and Mr. J. 
R. Cooper. 

On November 28, 1894. the jury found him 
fuilty of murder, and on November 26th 
he was sentenced to be hanged on January 
10, 18°5. 

A motion for a new trial was filed on De- 
Cember 22, 1854, in the superior court, end 
On January 23, iS, it was overruled. <A 
bill of exceptions was filed on February 14, 
IWS, and Hon. Dupont Guery was employed 
to assist Colone!] Joseph W. Preston in ar- 
Eulig the motion for a new trial before the 
supreme court. On the night of February 
<2, 1895, Allen escaped from jail before the 
Supreme court had heard his case. 

The supreme court allowed sixty days for 
Allen to give himself up or again be in the 
custody of the law. At the end of this 
time Allen being stil! at large. the supreme 
court passed an order dismissing the writ 
of error and the judgment of the supreme 
court was made the judgment of the court 


below. 
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Story of the Capture. 

Allen was captured this morning at half- 
past © o'clock by Sheriff Sam Westcott and 
posse on an island in the Ocmulgee river, 
in Monroe county, sixtcen miles above Ma- 
con. The officers returned to Macon ‘this 
morning with Allen abcut 8 o'clock and 
put him in jail alone in a cage on the ‘third 
floor. Sheriff Westcott and posse left Ma- 
con last night at 7:30 in buggies and crove 
to River creek in Monroe county, abouc 
one mile from Dame's ferry, on the Ocmul- 
gee river. 

The story of Allen's arrest is full of thrill- 
ing interest, and shows the efficienev and 
bravery-of Sheriff Westcott and his deputies 
and their determination to discharge their 
duty at the risk of their lives. ‘Fhe nine 
deputies who assisted Sheriff Westcott in 
the capture of Allen were Leo Herrington, 
Victor Menard, hil Stephen, Will Amer- 
son, Arthur Jobson, Mitch House, Dave 
Riley, Ben Dumas and Walter Clark. 

They left the buggies and horses at Rum 
creek, in charge of a negro, and the ofli- 
cers then walked to the Southern railway 
and to the river bank. 

On reaching the river they heard hollow- 
ing on an island some little distance from 
them and presentiy they saw a light on the 
isiand and heard shots tired. 

After a little wait the officers saw a boat 
with several men leave the island and come 
in the direction of the officers, who were 
concealed in the cane on tne river bank and 
were keeping perfectly quiet. The boat 
stopped within fifty feet of the officers and 
the men in it commenced fishing their trap. 
When they completed th’s work they re- 
turned to the island. This was about 2:30 
o'clock this morning. The sheriff and depu- 
ties then prepared for decisive action. 


They had no boat, but after hunting up end | 


down the bank of the river they found an 
old bateau. The bateau made two trips 
across the river to the island, carrying 
Sheriff Westcott and Deputies Herrington, 
Menard, Riley, House and Clark. Deputies 
Stephen, Amerson, Jobson and Dumas wad- 
ed into the river, which was about waist 
deep, holding their guns with one hand 
above their heads to keep the weapons 
from getting wet, while.with the other hand 
they guided and shoved the bateau through 
the water to the island. On reaching the 
island they had to climb up the side of a 
bluff and then encountered a thick' cane 
brake, thrcugh which they made chcir way 
with great difficulty, especially as they had 
to move with great caution in order not to 
make a noise and give warning to the 
fishermen on the island of their «pproach. 

Each of the officers had a winchesier rifi¢ 
and a pistol. Finally they made their way 
eafely through the cane brake, and walking 
was then easier. They approached under 
cover within forty feet of the fisnr nén, 
who were occupying an open space ol 
ground, around a fire. 

Tom Allen was sitting on a box punching 
the fire. Around him, lying on the ground 
were nine men and a half grown boy, his 
companions at fishing. 

There was also present a keg of beer 
with which the party had regaled them- 
geives during the night while fishing. This 
keg of beer was shipped from Macon yes- 
terday afternoon at 4:40 and was put off 
@t Dame's ferry and taken to the island 
to the fishermen. Sheriff Westcott ascer- 

ined yesterday that the beer had been 
bought in Macon and shipped to Dame's 
ferry, and with that astuteness for which 
he is so noted, he at once associated Tom 
Allen and the keg of beer together. In 
gome way he had learned that there would 
be a fishing party on the tsiand last night, 
and as Tom Allen has been spending most 
of his time hunting and fishing since his 
escape from jail, Westcott concluded that 
Allen might be with the fishing party 
Jast night, and he decided to find out and 
resolved to capture him or die in the at- 
tempt. So he summoned together his true 
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and tried deputies amd made the excur- 
gion to the island. 

As soon as Sheriff Westcott took in the 
gituation on the island, and beheld Tom 
Alien sitting on the box and the men lying 
about him, Westcott told his deputies to 
rush forward in a sem -circle, with him in 
the lead, into the open space with leveled 

ns, and for each officer tu cover a man 
with his Winchester. The sheriff's party, 
including himself, consisted of ten men, 
and Tom Allen’s party, including Allen, 
consisted of eleven persons. So the two 

arties wete evenly matched, and the of- 
cers did not know with what resistance 
they would be met, especially as Allen had 
@eworn that he would die before he would 


gubmit to capture. : | 
At the command of Sheriff Westcott, .

Glad the Suspense Is Ended. 

Allen said he was really glad t’«t the 
agony of susperse was over. He declared 
that ever since he escapved from the jail 
he has becn on the lookout for the of- 
ficers. He has been living in the woods 
and bushes and suffered much from sus- 
pense. He thought his safety lay in the 
woods in the vicinity of his home in Jones 
county. He was aware that a large re- 
ward had been offered for his arrest. and 
he felt that if he attemnted to leaVe Jones 
and Monroe counties he would be caught 
as Officers throughout the country would 
be en the lookout for h'm. 

Sheriff Westcott and posse made an 
tempt to e*teh Alten last Decemnber and 
again on Mareh idth of this vear Allen 
Says , missed him about a eéay 
on the first attempt, but on the night of 
March 12th he saved himself from West- 
cot oniv bv a few hours.

BIED AT THE GRADY HOSPITAL 


He Is Said To Have Been Drinking and 
While Asleep Fell to a Platform 
from a Window.

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Heyer, a white man, about forty- 
years Of age, fell from the third sto- 
ry of the rear of the Brown building on the 
railroad yesterday morning about 9 o'clock. 
Hie died at the Grady about 4 
O'clock in the afternoon as result of 
his injuries. 

Heyer fell to a platform used by the War- 
ren Grain Company. He struck on his side, 
breaking left leg, fracturing his skull 
and cutting a gash just over one eye. Heyer 
is safd to have been drinking, but the phy- 
sician who accompanied the ambulance says 
that the report js incorrect. 

Heyer was picked up unconselous and 
taken to the hospital, where his wounds 
were dressed and every possible effort was 
made to save his life. 

The Brown building is situated on East 
Alabama street. The Warren Grain Com- 
pany occupies the first floor, the second is 
devoted to offices and the third is rented te 
lodgers. Yesterday morning about half- 
past eight o'clock Heyer was seen by sever- 
al parties walking in the alley that leads 
through the block from the railroad to Aia- 
bama street. It is supposed that he entered 
one of the neighboring saloons, bought a 
drink and started up the stairway of the 
flcor. 

Iie arrived on the third floor, where he 
was noticed by Mr. G. H. Irby, who has a 
room. there, and also by an_i old 
negro woman who cleans up for 
the lodgers. They were of the opinion that 
the man was drunk and paid little attention 
to his movements. He was noticed, howev- 
er, to walk up and down the hall several 
times and finally took a seat in the open 
window overlooking the railroad. 

Heyer was questioned by the old negro 
woman as to what he wanted, and she 
States that he was too drunk to speak 
Plainly, and that it was impossible to un- 
derstand ‘just what he was saying. She 
left him and went about her work. In a 
very short while he had fallen out of the 
window to the platform of the grain com- 
Panyv beneath.

Some of the Pecple Think There Is No 


Dangér of Any Violence When 
the Ten Days Elepse. 


Waycross, Ga., April 21.—(Special.)\—A 
few of the conservative people of Nichols, 
besides the Southern Pine Company's em- 
ployes, have learned that Superintendent 
Claude received a shipment of arms and 
anm’munition yesterday morning from ex- 
Mayor J. J. McDonough, of Savannah, 
who is president of the company, and say 
they are greatly amused at Mr. McDon- 
ough, because he made these preparations 
for war without investigating the cause of 
the trouble or the strength and determina- 
tion of the enemy. 

Then the presumption of Mr. McDon- 
Ough in sending detectives to Nichols is 
the subject of derision at the hands of 
the conservative element: but these men 
do not represent all classes in that com- 
munity and do not know the grave fears 
that are @Mtertained by others interested 
that trouble of a most serious character is 
guietly brewing and will: develop in a 
highly sensational manner before the ten 
days’ limit is reached. 

Ten days from last Thursday is the time 

llowed Superintendent Claude, Commis- 
Sary Keeper Roofe and the other employes 
of the company to leave the community, 
and five more days are yet ahead.

are badly frightened and had they 
been paid off last Saturday, the regular 
pay day, they would have deserted. 

Superintendent Claude failed to pay off 
Saturday, because the men were intimidcat- 
ed by the notices from the white cappers. 

A majority of h‘s men are negroes who 
are terribly frightened, because of the 
notices. If they are paid off next Satur- 
day it has been suggested as probable that 
in addition to the present trouble all the 
negroes would leave as soon as they got 
their money. 

The whitecap eiement is probably strong- 
er than the peaceable element there could 
Suppose, as the whitecappers are evident- 
ly citizens of Coffee having relatives 
throughout the county and being poor 
farmrers and laborers they are opposed to 
corporations, especially one- that em- 
ploys superintendents that afe objection- 
able to the community. When these men 
who are already indignant and infuriated, 
learn that Superintendent Claude has the 
arms and ammunition concealed in his 
house and detectives on their tracks, they 
will be more than ever determined on car- 
rying out their threat as contained in the 
notices, and the little town of Nichols 
may be the scene of a bloody battle.

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THE REVIVAL AT TRINITY. 


Successful Meetings Conducted Since 
Easter. 

Never in the history of Trinity church 
has there been a more successful revival 
than the one that was begun on Easter 
Sunday, and is now being carried on by 
Miss Emma Tucker. 

Humdreds of people have joined 
church, and twice as many have been con- 
verted. In one day as many as sixty have 
joined the church through influence 
and never before have the young people 
manifested so much a revival. 

Miss Tucker begins the services and they 
are taken hold of by the young people and 
carried on. The oldest members of the 
church were at first surprised at the great 
good accomplished by a woman. 

Miss Emma Tucker is a native of Cov- 
ington, Ky., and her first public work was 
as organizer and visitor for the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society of the Ken- 
tucky conference, For thrée years she 
labored in that branch of missionary work, 
and it still holds the first place in her 
heart. But for the fact that her health 
failed her she might now be in the foreign 
field. : 

After retiring from this branch of work 
she was employed by the Home Mission 
Society of Nashville with her sister to 
open up city mission work in that city. For 
two years they worked side by side, and 
under their skilled touch woman's work re- 
ceived new life. New light was brought 
to bear on woman's part in the church. 

The success of Miss Tucker and her sis- 
ter in saving fallen women is a matter of 
church. history, and the Door of Hope in 
Nashville, given for this purpose by a 
converted fallen woman, is a monument to 
the faith of the consecrated sisters, Their 
fame went abroad and calls came for Miss 
Tucker to present the subject of city 
evangelization, end especially the feature 
of rescue work, in other cities. She re- 
sponded to a number of these calls, and 
has been in most or the principal cities of 
the soutn carrying on her good work. 

in January she came to Atlanta for 
awhile, and so earnestly did she present the 
work that efforts were at once made to get 
her here. On November Ist she came here 
with Mrs. C. E. Moore as°co-worker and 
began werk. At that time; owing to the 
exposition, the doors not only of the homes, 
but of the church, were closed to her. But 
they carrted on their work in the slums 
and the worst dens of iniquity. 

As soon as the city regained its normal 
conditions after the exposition a series Gi 
Bible readings were begun in such homes 
as were open to her. 

Her wonderful powers began to be mani- 
fest in the Jones meetings while conducting 
without aid the services for women only 
every Sunday afternoon. She presented 
truths that carried convictions to the heart 
of many a careless woman. The climax 
was reached when, by request of Mr. 
Jones, she conducted one of the morning 
services at Trinity. Since that time she 
has been engaged with Dr. Roberts in 
special services at Trinity. 

Her work there among the young people 
was the most remarkable in the history of 
the ¢hurch, conversions occurring at every 
service. Miss Tucker is a modest and re- 
tiring little woman of very pretty appear- 
ance. She has very little to say, but when 
asked the secret of her success she replied: 
“Tike Florence Nightingale, I have never 
refused God anvthing He asked me to do.”

SO to 
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America Wears the Laurel 

The olympic games which closed at 
Athens last week illustrate the decad- 
ence of modern Greece and show that 
while, in the blue environment of the 
encircling sea, the land of Homer is 
just the same, yet in the changed condi- 
tion of the people who dwell in the 
shadow of Mount Olympus “it is living 
Greece ho more.” 

America, led the prize winners in the 
contests which drew together the cham- 
pions of both hemispheres. 

Out of the forty-four crowns awarded 
to the victors eleven of these were cap- 
tured by Americans, while the others 
were divided in the following manner: 
Greeks, ten; Germans, seven; I rench, 
five; English, three; Hungarians, two; 
Australians, two; Austrians, two; Danes, 
one, and Swiss, oue. | 

Though America has none of the tra- 
ditions and but little of the training pos- 
sessed by these nations of the old world 
she has, nevertheless, evinced her su- 
periority over them in the games of their 
own choice, and from the heights of 
Mount Olympus she has transferred the 
laurel branch to ler own distant bor- 
ders. 

There is some gratification in this 
achievement and America can well af- 
ford to be proud of the fact that for two 
years at least no power can pluck this 
distinction from her. 
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Inspection of Dairy Farms, 

Science has revealed the fact that con- 
sumption is the product of a living germ 
which tinds its way into the system and, 
under favorable conditions, slowly 
propagates until what is Known as the 
most destructive enemy of human life is 
developed. 

This germ, as a rule, fastens itself 
upon the lungs which, being the most 
delicate organisms of the human body, 
supply the germ with food and nourish- 
ment only to yield in the course of time 
to its slow but insidious work of de- 
struction. 

Though epidemics of other diseases 
have destroyed countless millions of the 
human race, frequently decimating 
whole districts and spreading pestilence 
over wide areas of land, these fright- 
ful scourges, jin the tinal measure of re- 
sults, are not lo be compared to the dead- 
ly and destructive march of this king 
of terrors. 

Recent investigation has disclosed the 
fact that dairv farms are responsible in 
a large measure for the ravages pro- 
duced by consumption, as the germs 
which give rise to the complaint are se- 
ereted in the milk of disease? « nimals. 

Indeed the facts brought out by a re- 
cent board of examiners appointed to 
investigate the dairy farms of New 
York were of such a convincing charac- 
ter as to leave no doubt in the minds of 
leading physicians as to the existence 
of these germs and the danger to be 
realized therefrom unless some correc- 
tive measure should be speedily adopted. 

Acting upon the information thus de- 
rived the New York state board of 
health has issued a circular letter ad- 
| dressed to each of the local boards in 


advising the immediate slaughter of all 


diseased animals in the state of New 
York. 

Before property can be taken, how- 
ever, from the cattle owners of the 
State a scientific investigation will be 
required to ascertain the condition of 
the milk and some provision will have 
to be made for compensating the cattle 
owners who may chance to suffer by 
the operation of this proposed measure. 

Realizing the urgent need of imme- 
diate legislation in order to accomplish 
these results the state board of health 
intends to ask the legislature of New 
York for an appropriation of $300,000. 

The newspapers of New York have 
taken up the matter and a vigorous ef- 
fort will be made to secure the desired 
appropriation. 

Should the legislature refuse to vote 
this money, however, the local boards 
of the state will undertake to accoin- 
plish the results contemplated in the 
circular by forbidding the sale in their 
respective markets of milk which does 
not satisfy the inspectors or fails to 
come up to the proper’ standard of 
purity. 

Every state in the union, admonished 
by the action of New York, should take 
this matter into grave consideration and 
if necessary adopt such legislation as 
might be required to destroy diseused 
cattle and bring about the sale of abso- 
lutely pure milk in every market of the 
land. 
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What the Democrats Propose. 

The New York World wants the free 
coinage men to begin to restore the con- 
ditions prior to 1873 “by increasing the 
price of silver from 6S cents an ounce 
to $1.30 an ounce.” 3 

Well, if Editor Pulitzer knows_ any- 
thing about the matter at all, which we 
are inclined to doubt, he ought to Know 
that this is precisely what the genuine 
democrats of the country propose to do; 
and they propose to do it by reversing 
the legislative process by which silver 
has been demonetized and shut out from 
the mints. 

When the free coinage bill of 1890 (for 
Which the Sherman law was. substi- 
tuted) had passed the senate and the 
prediction was made that Mr. Harrison 
would sign it if it passed the house, the 
price of silver all over the world went 
up to $1.20 an ounce. 
has forgotten this fact if he ever knew 
it, for it is just as convenient for an 
organ of the money power to forget an 
important fact as it is to be ignorant of 
it. Bad memory and ignorance play 
leading parts in the public representa- 
tions of the partisans of the single gold 
standard. 

Consequently we take pleasure in con- 
veyving to Kditor Pulitzer the informa- 
tion (garnished with such expressions 
of esteem as may be necessary to make 
it palatable) that the genuine democrats 
of the country propose to restore the 
commercial value of silver in the only 
wavy that it can be restored—by means 
of free mintage, This is the omy way 
that the Value of silver can be restored 
—to give to the metal the potential pow- 
er of full legal tender redemption moh- 
ey. We can only restore the conditions 
prior to 1873 by restoring the law of 
free mintage for silver that prevailed 
prior to 1S75. 

We believe that Editor Pulitzer is in 
the habit of declaring in his able paper 
that free mintage for silver would not 
lift the value of the metal, and he at- 
tempts to prove it, if we mistake not, 
by saving that legislation cannot create 
Values, which, with respect to. silver, 
is only another name for silver. We 
bave not the slightest idea that Editor 
Pulitzer believes the statement or has 
any confidence in the proof he brings 
forward. 

Otherwise he would not be opposing 
protection. Neither would he favor it. 
Ile would calmly turn to the trusts and 
monopolies and Say: “Go to, with your 
nonsense! ‘The law cannot create values 
or prices and, therefore, a high tariff 
law will not increase your profits nor a 
low tariff law diminish them.” But he 
says no such thing, but declares that a 
high tariff law levies unjust taxation on 
the people by compelling them to pay 
higher prices for the articles they con- 
sume. 

Lest Editor Pulitzer should 
that we are disposing of his baseless 
and ridiculous arguments on our own 
humble responsibility, we call his at- 
tention to this statement, made by Mr. 
Henry Hucks Gibbs, one of the most 
prominent of British financiers, well 
known to Editor Pulitzer. Speaking of 
the restoration of silver, Mr. Gibbs says: 
“But it is the law of free mintage, a -nec- 
essary part of the double = standard, 
which of itself maintains a constant 
and comparatively even market for the 
metal.” 

In other words, if the United States 
were to provide free mintage for sil- 
ver tomorrow, the value of silver in this 
country would instantly rise to the 
coinage ratio. So far as the rest of the 
world is concerned, as Mr. Gibbs shows, 
it would be wholly a question of ex- 
change. If, for instance, silver was below 
par in London, the power of remittance 
—that is to say the power of a buyer or 
a debtor to send the Silver itself instead 
of a bill of exchange, would inevitably 
fix the price below which silver could 
not go in the London market. ‘This is 
so plain and simple, so indisputable, 
that we wonder how any person of av- 
erage intelligence can maintain the con- 
trary. The power to remit an ounve of 
silver to this country and receive in ex- 
change therefor $1.29 worth of our corn, 
wheat, cotton or other products would 
maintain the price of silver on that level 
in London. As a matter of fact the sil- 
ver would not be remitted, but the 
power to remit it would maintain its 
commercial value on a level with the 
mint ratio in this country. 

Now, these are the conditions that the 
democratic party proposes to restore, 
and if the honest voters of the country 
will stand together the robber dollar is 
deomed.

Spain Reads Her Doom. 

Spain has at length opened her eyés 
to the fact that her sacrifices in Cuba 
have been of such a character that .no 
victory which she might gain over. the 
insurgents would be sufficient to com- 
pensate her for the loss of her brave 
men and the treasure which she has ex- 
pended in her vain effort to quench the 
spirit of freedom.

Disheartened by the news of repeated 
losses on the island and the endless de 
mands which. are made upon her reve- 
nues for the purpose of prosecuting a 
fruitless and bloody foreign war, she 
Seems now on the point of vielding the 
Gem of the Antilles as she has already 
done her former possessions on this side 
globe. 

The attitude of congress, which rep- 
resents the great body of the American 
people, has also had something to do 
with bringing about this condition of 
apathy in Spain. 

In a recent issue of one of the Spanish 
papers, called The Agraria, devoted 
as the name implies, to the agricultural 
interests of Spain, a lengthy editorial 
appears which gives a most distressing 
picture and conveys some idéa of the 
situation as it exists in that country. 
The paper deplores tbe heavy taxes 
Which are forced upon tne people in or- 
der to prosecute the war in Cuba and 
savs that hundreds of voung men are 
leaving the countey for the purpose of 
earning a living under more favorable 
conditions. In addition to these grounds 
of complaint a severe scourge has ¢car- 
ried off a large number of Spanish in- 
habitants,. while a strange germ has 
made its app®arance among the vine- 
vards, entailing severe loss upon the 
chief productive industry of Spain. 

Evervthing seems to be against the 
movement which Spain is making to ac- 
complish the defeat of the insurgents 
and to bring about a restoration of her 
scepter over that island. 

The Washington Times has made a 
translation of this editorial, from which 
the following paragraphs are taken: 

Very soon, perhaps sooner than we our- 
selves expect, we will see the complete 
abandonment of our countrv, and even the 
depopulation of our cities up to this day of 
importance. 

Agricultural life has become an imposs!- 
bilitv. How is it possible -to cultivate 
grains, or vines, or olive trees, to raise 
cattle, and much less to establish indus- 
tries dependent on all these, if the govern- 
ment is day by day growing worse, if the 
population is decreasing very markedly, if 
the fight which our products sustain with 
foreign ones is insupportable, and above 
all if the price obtained by these home 
products does not cover the expense of 
producing them? 

People who do not progress fall into dec- 
adence. Those who increase and obtain a 
subsistence out of their efforts never per- 
ish, at least so has a wise man once said. 

Spain is fast going in the direction of 
its ruin. 

If this demoralized condition prevails 
for any length of time the war in Cuba 
will be of short duration and the inde- 
pendence of the island will be shortly 
recognized.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


‘There is no record of the exact date of 
Shakespeare’s birth,” says a writer of an 
investigating turn of mind. “‘Thomas De 
Quincey, the most ingenious English schol- 
ar of any age, suggests that April 22d, 
corresponding to May 4th, new style, was 
the date of the poet’s birth. But his argu- 
ment is flimsy. Susanna Shakespeare, the 
poet’s elder daughter, married John Hall, 
a physician of Stratford. Elizabeth Hall, 
the only issue of this marriage, the poet’s 
granddaughter, was married to Thomas 
Nash April 22, 1626. The conjecture of De 
Quincey is that the date of this wedding, 
ten years after Shakespeare’s death, was 
fixed in honor of the anniversary of his 
birth. This guess, for it is no more, is in- 
dorsed by Mr. Holliwell Phillips, whose 
industrious researches in Shakespearean 
history have given to the world the most 
complete collection or facts as to the life 
and history of the poet. Yet he does 
regard the question as settled. He merely 
Says regarding the marriage of Elizabeth 
Hall: ‘Kew things are more likely than 
the selection of her grandfather’s birthday 
for such a celebration.’ In Shakespeare's 
will he gives to his favorite granddaugh- 
ter all his plate except a silver bowl. This 
is very inconclusive testimony, however, 
as to Shakespeare’s actual birthday. An- 
other conjecture is to the effect Tat Shake- 
speare was born April 23. He died April 23, 
1616, and the traditions of Stratford from 
the earliest times are that he died on the 
anniversary of his birth. It is also said 
that according to usage the christening of 
a child always occurred no later than the 
third day after birth. If this is a fact, 
the weight of testimony sustains the con- 
jecture that Shakespeare was not born 
previous to April 23.”’ 


“The rehabilitation of the American 
navy,’ says The Buffalo Times, ‘‘hasS been 
carried on so wisely and so industriously, 
during the last decade, that at the pres- 
ent time there are but four foreign pow; 
ers—England, France, Russia and Italy

possesses the most powerful warship in 
the world, either built, building or even 
designed, with the exception, of course, of 
her two sister ships, the Indiana, now in 
commission in the North Atlantic squad- 
ron, and the Oregon, nearly completed, 
in San Francisco, Cal.. 

“The Massachusetts was designed 
Mr. Lewis Nixon, fomerly a naval 
Structor in the United States navy, as- 
sisted by Naval Constructor D. W. Tay- 
lor, of the United States navy, both Vir- 
ginians, and both graduating at the heads 
of their classes at the United States Naval 
academy, in 1882 and 1885, respectively.

The courts 
of final resort in some of the states have 
deternrined that death dissolves the marital 
relation, so that the widow zains no con- 
trél over the remains of her former hus- 
band for purposes of burial. This seems 
to be an unfeeling disposition of the ques- 
tion, especially in cases where the nrar- 
ital relation during a long series of years 
has been an exceedingly happy one. Few 
cr none of the states have passed any 
statues regarding this matter, but for the 
sake of avoiding scandal and unseemly 
contentions, often at the; open grave it- 
self, this matter should not be left in the 
unsettled condition that it is. The rule 
which has been established by the courts, 
so far as it has been determined against 
the wife, is an exceedingly technical one 
and repulsive to ordinary feelings. A stat- 
ute should define the relation that results 
from death, and if anything is done in 
that respect, it should be in favor of the 
wife, no matter what any technical rule 
now may determine.”’ —

Several More Counties Come in Line for 
Senatorial Expression. 


BELIEVE PEOPLE SHOULD SAY 


Who Shall Be Their Senator—Talbot, 
Dougherty, Warren and Baker 
Provide for the Primary. 


Talbotton, Ga., April 21.—(Special.)}—The 
mass meeting of the democrats “of Tal- 
bot county held today was cared to order 
by Mr. G. H. Estes, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee. Mr. Roderick Leonard 
was elected chairman of the meeting with 
D. B. Searcy and R. N. R. Bardwell as 
secretaries. 

The following resolutions were introduced 
by Colonel J. J. Bull, and were adopted 
by a vote of 163 to 5. 

‘“‘Whereas, The state democratic execu- 
tive committee has named June 6th as 
the day on which the primaries of that 
party shall be held for the election of 
delegates to the state convention at Macon 
on June 25th, 

‘‘Resolver, That the 6th of June be fixed 
as the day on which the democratic pri- 
mary for Talbot county shall be held for 
the following purposes: 

‘First, to nominate candidates for govern- 
or and all statehouse officers. 

‘Second, to nominate candidates for rep- 
resentatives in congress for the fourth 
congressional district. 

“Third, to express our choice for Upited 
States senator. 

“Fourth, to submit the question of free 
and unlimited coinage of silver hy the 
government of the United States at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 to a direct vote wf the 
people. 

“Resolved, That if the friends of silver 
by their choice of United States sen: tor 
expressed upon their ballots shall receive 
a majority of the votes cast they shal? 
bave the right to select delegates end their 
alternates to the Macon convention of the 
denrecratic party, to be held on the 25th 
of June, and if the friends of the single 
gold standard receive a majority they shall 
have thesame privilege; that the delegates 
so selected cast Talbot county’s vote for 
the governor and statehouse officers, who 
shall receive a majority of the votes cust. 

‘Resolved further, That the friends of 
either metal shall elect the delegates on 
June 8th after the primary election re- 
turns are consolidated. 

‘Resolved further, That the friends of 
the candidate for congress may at the 
game time select delegates to the fourth 
congressional convention. 

‘“‘Resolved, That we will support no can- 
didate for the house of representatives and 
no candidate for senator of the twenty- 
fifth senatorial district unless he publicly 
pledges and publishes himself to support 
the candidate for the United States senate 
that may be the choice of the people as 
expressed by their ballot. 

‘Resolved, That said primaries be held 
according to the rules of the party adopted 
at the mass meeting heid in 1894.”’ 

Count? Officers Later. 

The following resolution was introduced 
by T. H. Martin and carried by a rous- 
ing vote: 

‘Resolved, ‘That the primary for repre- 
sentative and all county officers be held 
on July 30, 1896, and the vote be consoli- 
dated on the 3list; said election to be 
held under the rules adopted by this meet- 
ing.’’ 

Colonel J. J. Bull introduced and the 
meeting adopted the following: 

“That all known denrocrats twenty-one 
years of age and qualified to vote in the 
next general elections shall be _ entitled 
to vote in the democratic primaries. All 
voters to be required to vote in their dis- 
tricts.’’

“GARR APPRARS 
IN COURT AGAIN 


Piaced om Trial on an Issue of Sanity 
for the Third Time. 


CONTRAST IN HIS APPEARANCE 
He Walked in and Looked About as 
an Ordinary Man. 


NO MORE GAZING AND LOW BENDING 


The Trial Began Before Ordinary Cal- 
houn Yesterday Morning—The 
First Day’s Proceedings.

Will Alex Carr hang Friday, or will he 
be declared insane by the jury impaneled 
sesterday to sit upon the issue of his 
Ganity*? 

For the third time in two years he was, 
Yesterday morning, arraigned before Ordi- 
nary Calhoun to be tried for lunacy. 

In strange contrast to the former de- 
meanor of the condemned man in his trials, 
he walked erect into the courtroom and 
looked about him at the sea of curious 
faces. Taking a seat he engaged in con- 
versation with those about him untfl the 
Proceedings opened. 

Carr appeared to be deeply interested 
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in the trial and he listened attentively to 
everything that was said. As he watched 
the progre&s of the case those who saw 
him bending and gezing abjectly at the 
fioor on his previous trials were amazed 
at the wonderful change. Yesterday he 
was a man whose appearance seemed to 
indicate that he fully realized the purpose 
and possible consequences of the investi- 
gation being made. Only in the recess of 
his own mind is there knowledge on that 
question. 

Carr was accompanied to the courthouse 
from the county jail by Deputy Sheriff 
Ww. H. Sims, Mr. Eubanks, the jailer, and 
others. He walked by the side of Mr. 
Sims, and without assistance or restriction 
of his freedom in any manner. He stood 
erect and stepped easily, looking about 
him in strange admiration of the green 
grasses and trees which he had not seen 
{n many months before. It was the first 
time he had enjoyed the bright sunlight and 
pure air for a long time. When he was 
last taken from the prison he was in that 
remarkable stage of “mystery, with bended 
head and downward gaze, not permitting 
him to walk and look at the sights about 
him. Then he saw only the dark inside of

Excused for Cause. 

Mr. H. A. Boynton was excused because 
he stated that he was not impartial be- 
tween the state and the accused. Mr. 
W. R. Dimmock was excused on the 
Statement that he was too sick to sit as 
a juror. Mr. L. H. Beck was excused be- 
cause he was not impartial. Mr. D. W. 
Pope was excused because he is a mem- 
ber of the military. Mr. H. C. Sawtell 
Was excused because he is sick. Mr. 
Henry R. Powers stated that he was not 
impartial and he was excused. Mr. 
William Erskine’said that he was preju- 
diced against Carr and he was excused. 
Mr. G. P. Rembert was excused because 
his name does not appear on the jury list 
of the county. 

Mr. Woodward Prosecutor. 

Ordinary Calhoun explained the origin 
of the case, citing the section of law 
under which the proceedings were based. 
He said that (Mr. A. P. Woodward ap- 
peared as the prosecutor in the case. He 
stated to the jury that they were to try 
the issue whether or not Carr is sane or 
insane, and the jurors were required to 
Sign the oath. 

All the witnesses on both sides were then 
sworn. Occupying seats in the civil city 


courtroom mwere many prominent citizens 
who watched the proceedings with inter- 


est. A number of doctors and professional] 
men were present, the former as witnesses 
for one side or the other. -Among the 
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still We told him it was not rocking, 
bu he still said it was. One time he de- 
cided that one of his fingers was too long 
and he got his sister to cut it off so that 
it would be even with the others, He was 
about fourteen years old then.” 

Colonel Arnold exhibited the finger to the 
jury. Alex drew kis hand away as if he 
did not want the finger to be seen. 

Mr. Carr then told of his family, stat- 
ing that his father’s mind was not right 
before he died and that two of his children 
are not in good mind now. He said that 
one of his brothers was an idiot. 

Mr. Kelly on the Stand. 

Mr. T. J. Kelly was the next witness. 
He told of the manner of Carr when he 
first broke his long silence about a month 
ago. It will be remembered that on the 
afternoon Carr confessed that he had been 
feigning he declined to talk to the report- 
ers who first reached the jail because he 
thought that they were too young. He 
said that he would not talk unless one of 
the managers of the papers came, ‘fa man 
with whiskers on his face,’’ said he. Mr. 
Keliy was acceptable to Carr in that re- 
spect and the prisoner told his remarkable 
story in the presence of Mr. Kelly and 
other representatives of the press. Mr. 
Kelly told of Carr’s confession and the 
impressions of the strange man caused by 
his story. 

“Carr acted rather strange when we 
went in his cell,’’ said Mr. Kelly. “tle 
did not act like a sensible man would have 
done. Tie did not readily answer the ques- 
tions put to him and told his story dis- 
connected!ly at times. We had to help him 
along just like one would learn a child to 
walk. He had no inteéiligent idea and I 
formed the impression that he was crazy. 
He said that the Lord told him to talk. 
Hfe told us of bis dreams and said that he 
went by them. He said that he wanted 
to be executed and that ho was sane. He 
said that he would fix it with the Lord. 
I asked him if he wanted to see Mr. Jones 
and he said that he did. He told us about 
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doctors present were Dr. T. O. Powell, 
of Milledgeville; Dr. Murphy, of Morgan- 
ton, N. C.; Dr. J. McFadden Gaston 
and Dr. J. B. Baird, of the board of ex- 
perts who examined Carr several weeks 
ago. 

Mr. Hill on the Scope. 

Solicitor Hill and Judge James A. Ander- 
son appeared for the state. Colonel Reu- 
ben Arnold and Mr. Lowry Arnold an- 
swered fer Carr. The latter’s father and 
brother were in the courtroom. Sheriff 
Barnes rapped for order. Mr. Hill asked 
the court to make a ruling as to what 
scope the investigation would take. He 
thought the law required the case to be 
confined to the present, determining 
whether or not Carr is now sane or insanc, 
and not gceing into the past. He said that 
the defonse must show that Carr had gone 
crazy since the last trial under the law. 

Mr. Lowry Arnqid conter.ded that if the 
scope of the trial was to be limited as sug- 
gested by Mr. Hill his client would be at 
great disadvaniage. Cerr would have nu 
chance at all, he said. He thought his 
side had a right to show anything which 


might tend to indicate the origination of 
the alleged insanity now existing. He want- 
ed to go into Carr’s past life and show 
that there was a hereditary taint in the 
family; a predisposed tendency toward in- 


sanity. It would be a hardship on his side, 


he said, to confine the investigation to the 


his dreems and about seeing snakes and 
rats in trem.”’ 

Mr. Kelly then repeated the story of 
Carr as he remembered it. The remarkabie 
series of dreams tol cf by Carr during 
tne interview were recailed by Mr. Kelly 
and the other representatives ofthe press 
who took the stand after him—Mr. Alex 
Bealer, of The Journal, and Mr. Charles 
Daniel, of The Constitution—both of whom 
were present when Carr told his strange 
story on the first and second days of his 
new iife. The reports of the interviews 
with Carr in the papers were read for the 
information of the jury. 


Dr. Kendall’s Visit. 

Dr. Kendall, of the Grace Methodist 
church, who visited Carr in company with 
Rev. Sam Jones and others, testified that 
his impressicn of Carr was that the man 
was sineere in his effcrt to tell the truth. 
He said that Alex gave a detailed account 
of himself and endeavored to tell all. He 
said that Carr told his story disconne:tedly 
ani in such a manner that it seemed to 
witness to be a conglomeration of religions 
superstition in the mind of the prisoner. 
He thoveht Carr’s mind unbalanced and 
said that he was impressed that Carr was 
insane. 

About That Ice in Hell 

Dr. J. G. Gibson, the eminent Baptist 
minister, followed Dr. Kendail. ile said 
that he talked to Carr at the time of his 
confession. Carr talked incoherently and 
as if he could not keep his mind on any one 
subject. Carr told him that he had no 
fear of being hanged and asked about the 


said that Carr’s present condition is not 
inconsistent with his former condition, and 
that it was entirely consistent with his 
former condition, and that it was entirely 
consistent for the manner of his insanity 
to change as he believed that it had. Icr- 
sons in the former state of Carr were fre- 
quently able to recount things that happen 
during their state of apparent insanity, af- 
ter being restored to consciousness. Carr’s 
recovery was natural, he said. He said 
that insane people often considered them- 
selves sane and that Carr’s declaration ncw 
that he was feigning counted for nothing. 
His condition might be termed a chronic de- 
lusion of insanity, said the witness. ‘‘The 
fact that Carr has changed js additional 
evidertce of his insanity,” continued the 
witness. 
Other Physicians Testify. 

The afternoon session was called to order 
at 2:30 o’clock. Dr. Griffin was the first wn- 
ness introduced for the defense, and he 
stated that he examined Carr last Saturday 
at the jail. Judging from the conversation 
of the condemned man, his disconnecteu 
and incoherent sentences, he was of the 
opinion that Carr’s mind was unsound. He 
also stated on cross-examination that he 
believed that if the prisoner had been 
feigning he would never have made an ac- 
knolwedgment. 

Dr. Carmichael was then called, and he 
Stated that he had examined Carr about 
three weeks ago. He had had an extended 
conversation with him and thought that he 
Was insane beyond a doubt. 

Dr. Brooks was the next witness, and he 
had made an examination of the prisoner 
just after the last lunacy trial, several 
weeks ago. Carr at that time would not 
talk, and did not seem to have the powers 
of expression. Witness considered Carr's 
acknowledgment only a form. of dementia, 
and not at all inconsistent with the ais- 


ease, 
Dr. Powell Testifies. 

The most important testimony of the 
session was that of Dr. T. O. Powell, who 
is superintendent of the state insane asy- 
lum at Milledgeville. He had examined 
Carr on February 15th last and_ there 
were strong symptoms of insanity at that 
time. Witness stated that Carr had inher- 
ited tendencies that would easily develop 
insanity, his relatives having nad symp- 
toms of a like tendency before him. The 
doctor’s opinion was entirely based on the 
condition of the man before the crime was 
committed. 

The doctor also stated that he thought 
from,the evidence in the case that Carr was 
subject to periodical mania with comppara- 
tively lucid intervals; that the evidence 
was strengthened by the prisoner's repudi- 
ation of his insanity, and that cases were 
not infrequent: where insanity had been 
cured. Witness also stated thut ihe iact 
that Carr had fooled the doctors would be 
an increased evidence of his insanity. 

Doctor Powell then explained the different 
stages of insanity, and stated that it would 
be possible for a man to be insane anc yet 
transact the ‘business that Carr did before 
the murder of King. The witness was of 
the opinéon that Carr is a crazy man. 


Dr. Murphy on the Stand. 


Dr. P. L. Murphy, the superintendent of 
the insane asylum at Morganton, N. C., was 
the next witnass and he also gave some im- 
portant testimony. He was a member of 
the board of physicians appointed by Gov- 
ernor Atkinson several weeks ago to exam- 
ine Carr, and he was ef the opinion that the 
unfortunate man was crazy at that time. 
He had anticipated such a change as the 
case has taken and had discussed it when 
the board handed its report to the governor. 
He stated that heredity was one of the 
leading causes of insanity, and that about 
8) per cent of the insane patients were 
cured. 

Witness did not think Carr’s acknowledg- 
ment any evidence of hisygsanity. Te had 
known an instance of where a‘man had 
been suffering from dementia for eight 
years and one day suddenly recovered and 
wrote a coherent letter to his wife. He also 
quoted another case of similar character. 
He had a talk with Carr a few days since, 
and although he seemed to be much bright- 
er, yet there was every evidence of insan- 
ity. 

Dr. Todd Testifies. 

The defense next introduced Dr.. Todd, of 
Atlanta, who was also a member of the 
board appointed by the governor. He had 
visited Carr Monday at the jail, and judg- 
ing from the conversation of the coomed 
man he was more than ever vonviinced of 
his insanity. He stated that it would be 
impossible to get a correct idea of the con- 
dition of Carr without a personal evamina- 
tion, and suggested that the jury be allow- 
ed that privilege. It is probable that the 
suggestion will be carried out. 

Solicitor Hill subjected Dr. Todd to a 
very rigid examinaticn relative to the 
tests that were applied to Carr during his 
worst state. Dr. Todd stated that with a 
halter practically around Carr’s neck he 
might have been able to stand the tests. 

Dr. Smith was next introduced and stated 
that he thad examined Carr three t'mes, 
the last time at the jail, last Saturday. 
The prisoner talked very incoherently, stat- 
ing that he had had special manifestations 
and wonversations with God and that 
there was no continuity of thought about 
his conversation. Witness stated that in 
his opinion Carr was suffering from an 
aberration of the mind. 

Mr. J. A. Davis was the next witness, 
and he had been confined in jail with Carr 
several weeks ago. He is a minister by 
profession and had several conversations 
with Carr about his soul, Carr’s conversa- 
tion was very erratic and discannecited; and 
witness was of the opinion that he was in- 
sane. 

This concluded the testimony for the day, 
Court will convene at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and it is thought that all the testimony 
will be in by night. .No arrangement has 
as yet been made for the speeches.

This. Question Is Agitating the Baptists 
of Atlanta. 


THE DOCTOR IS_ RETICENT 


Some Think He Is Determined To Go 
to Nashville. 


OTHERS SAY HE WILL REMAIN IN ATLANTA 


The Deacons Wish To Give Their Pas- 
tor an Extended Trip Through 
the Holy Land. 


The resignation of Dr. Hawthorne was 
the talk of the town yesterday. 

“Will he insist on leaving Atlanta?” was 
the question every one asked and there 
Seemed to be as many who answered it 


one way as the other. 

There is no doubt that the Baptists of 
this city will leave no stones unturned to 
get the doctor to reconsider his action. 
And there are thousands of others, church 
members of various denominations and citi- 
zens who belong to no church, who think 
that it will be a great loss to Atlanta if 
Dr. Hawthorne goes to another city. 

The members of the First Baptist church 
were not slow in -forming plans which 
might influence Dr. Hawthorne to change 
his mind. 

Four deacons of the churcy were talking 
yesterday when one suggested that Dr. 
Hawthorne was so worn out with his ar- 
duous duties that he was not in a fit condi- 
tion to make up his mind about so serious 
a matter. Mr. J. J. Maddox, who was 
one of the party, suggested that the pastor 
be sent by the church on an extended tour 
to the Holy Land. 

“TI know Dr. Hawthorne has long had a 
desire to visit Palestine and the Holy 
Land,” said Mr. Maddox, “and I think the 
church owes it to him to send him there. 
It would be a good investment for the 
church aside from being a great pleasure 
for Dr. Hawthorne. It would give the pas- 
tor renewed vigor and he would return 
with hundreds of new and interesting 
topics upon which he could base his ser- 
mons.” 

Others expressed similar views and all 
declared their belief that Dr. Hawthorne 
had been overworked and should be given 


_a long rest. 


There were only four in the party, but a 
purse of $350" was at once subscribed to- 
ward defraying Dr. Hawthorne’s traveling 
expenses for a trip to Europe, if he would 
accept it. 

Mr. Maddox said that he would raise 
$1,000 in sixty minutes to send Dr. Haw- 
thorne on an extended European tour if 
he would withdraw his resignation. 

The members of the congregation are all 
enthusiastic over this proposed plan to 
give Dr. Hswthorne a trip to the Holy 
Land and every possible means will be 
used to get him to accept it. 

For twelve years he has practically had 
no rest, as he has been obliged to preach 
even while on his vacations. The church 
membership of 1,200 makes his work very 
laborious. 

If Dr. Hawthorne will accept the vacation 
and the European trip the church is expect- 
ed to authorize him to remain away until 
late autumn. While he is gone it is the in- 
tention of the membership to begin the 
erection of a new church farther from the 
business section of the city, where property 
is less costly. ” 

The Building Committee. 


The building committee of the church 
has been offered $80,000 for the present site 
of the church. It is belisved by most of the 
building committee that a lot in the resi- 
dence district can be purchased at a much 
lower figure. With the money left over, 
which is expected to be about $50,000, it is 
proposed to erect a new building. The dea- 
cons are anxious to expend $100,000 On a 
new church and all who were seen yester- 
day declared that the additional $50,000 
could be raised without difficulty. Steps 
to raise this money have already heen 
taken and it only remains for Dr. Haw- 
thorne to withdraw his resignation for the 
matter to assume positive shape. 

Dr. Hawthorre was seen yesterday but 
he declined to say anything on the sub-

He has 
charge of the operation of the road himself 
and declared that he knew its control was 
independent of the Southern. The report 
made by Mr. Spencer in June of last year 
was before the reorganization of the Geor- 
gia Southern. This was emphasized later 
by Judge Hall and Mr. Guerry in their 
arguments. Mr. Lane stated that Mr. 
Spencer is president of his company as 
well as of the Southern. 

Commissioner Fort stated that the board 
would take Mr. Spencer’s report as con- 
clusive evidence of the ownership of a

Judge Hall, in his argument, quoted a 
decision of the Urfited States supreme 
court in a case in which the Pullman Car 
Company sought to make the Iron Moun- 
tain railway haul sleepers because of a 
contract between the Pullman company 
and the Missouri Pacific, which owned a 
majority of the stock in the Iron Mountain. 
The Pullman company had a contract 
with the Missouri Pacific in which it was 
agreed that the Missouri Pacific should 
operate the Pullman cars on all lines own- 
ed or controlled by it. The Missouri Pa- 
cific afterwards bought a majority blo Ww 
of stock in the Iron Mountain Railroad 
Company. The Pullman company insisted 
that its cars schould be run on the [ron 
Mountain under the contract with the 
Missouri Pacific. The latter company re- 
plied that the Iron Mountain had its own 
board of directors and a separate man- 
agement and was not controlled in its 
management by the owner of the majority 
of the stock. The case went to the United 
States supreme court, which decided that 
the ownership of a majority of the stock in 
the Iron Mountain did not constitute con- 
trol by the Missouri Pacific. The case was 
directly in point, Judge Hall stated, if it 
be true that the Southern owns a majori- 
ty of the stock in the Georgia Southern 
and Florida. 

Judge Hamderson made the concluding 
argument. He said that the question was, 
“Who drives the mule?’ Personally, he 
did not know whether the Southern owns 
a majority of the Georgia Southern and

Florida stock, but if it does, the latter 
road is an entity of itself.

M. AND N. G. AGAIN UNDER THE 
HAMMER. 


Tennessee Division Té Be Sold in 
Knoxville If There Is a 
Purchaser, 


Tomorrow the Tennessee division of the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad is to 
be resold at public outcry in Knoxville, 
Tenn., by order of the court. 

The upset price is $750,000, though the road 
has cost in the vicinity of $5,000,000, all told. 

Interviews with several prominent rail- 
road men yesterday lead to the belief that 
no bidder will appear at tomorrow’s sale 
who will offer $750,000, in which case it will 
be necessary to sell the property again at 
a later day with a smaller upset price. 

The story of the failure of the purchasers 
to make the April payment of $100,000 on the 
loth of this month has been told in The 
Constitution. There are no new dev2lop- 
ments. It is said that Judge Newman has 
expressed a willingness to accept the pay- 
ment any time before tomorrow at noon if 
it is offered, although the ,time fixed by 
law for the payment is passed. 

It is not thought in railroad circles that 
the payment will be forthcoming. 

Captain R. J. Lowry, who has been in 
New York on account of this trouble, is 
expected here today. 

Another North Carolina Railroad. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 21—The Asheboro 
and Montgomery Railroad Company was 
chartered in the secretary of state’s office 
here today to extend from Sitarrozz, on the 
Aberdeen and West End road, to Asheboro, 
the terminus of the branch of the Southern 
railway. It will give the Aberdeen and 
West End road an outlet over botin the 
Southern and Seaboard systems. The length 
of the road is twenty-four miles. Work 
will begin at Asheboro and will be com- 
pleted by the end of tae present year.

FOR A STATE DISPLAY. 


Plans Discussed for Making an Ex- 
hibit at Chicago. 

A meeting was held at the statehouse 
yesterday in the interest of getting an ex- 
hibit from Georgia for the Cotton exposi- 
tion to be held in Chicago. 

Colonel Nesbitt, commissioner of agri- 
culture, presided at the meeting. Among 
those present were ex-Govenor Bullock, 
Professor Yeates, the state geologist; Mr.

Rowe, the st ‘o Marshal, Will Be 
Tritu for Perjary. 


SAID HE SWORE TOO MUCH 


Charged That His Attack Against Col- 
onel Glenn Was Not True—On 
Trial Tomorrow.

J. J. Rowe, Gharged with perjury, will 
be tried tomorrow in the criminal superior 
court, 

The case has its sensational side and it 
may be that something spicy will develop 
when all evidence is called out. The case 
of Rowe is one that has excited much in- 
terest because of the peculiar circumstances 
connected with his arrest, his commitment 
trial end subsequent flight. 

For a number of years he was the town 
marshal at Tallapoosa, and later was con- 
nected with the revenue service during 
duty as a deputy United States marshal. 

It was when the fight for the new trial 
of Will Myers was on that Rowe came 
into notice. Colonel W. C. Glenn, as coun- 
sel for the state, was making Vigorous ef- 
forts to have the law take its course with- 
out another trial. Mr. W. T. Moyers was: 
making a strong fignt for the trial. Affida- 
vits began to pour in. They came fast on 
both sides. Before the hearing Which at 
that time was set for Union Point before 
Judge Hart, these affidavits increased in 
number. 

Among these papers was the one which 
will today be’ produced to show the guilt 
of the prisoner. When the affidavit of 
Rowe was made known because of its unu- 
sual charge it caused great excitement 
among the members of the bar. It was 
stated in that paper sworn to by Rowe that 
during the first hearing of the Myers case 
Colonel W. C. Glenn had hobnobbed with 
members of the jury for the evident pur: 
pose of influencing them in their decision. 
it was stated that during a recess in the 
court Colonel Glenn, with Mr. Steve Clay, 
were in consultation in the jury room. The 
jury filed in. Mr. Clay stepped out, but 
towe stated that he saw Colonel Glenn 
remain and talk with members of the 
jury and that he was especially communi- 
cative to two members. 

This affidavit was sustained by another 
from L. N. Mercier, a lawyer. They were 
served upon Colonel Glenn the night before 
the departure for Union Point and imme- 
diately upon receiving them Colonel Glenn 
had them announced in the papers. 

Then affidavits were secured from all 
members of the jury denying the charge. 
Still stronger affidavits were secured stat- 
ing that what Rowe and Mercier swore to 
was untrue in every sense. 

Steps were at once taken for the arrest 
of the two men. They were given a commit- 
ment hearing and bound over. Released 
upon bond they remained in Atlanta for 
some time, but finally disappeared and 
skipped the state. A reward of $3200 was 
offered for the capture of each one and 
Rowe was finally located in Arkansas, from 
which place he wac brought to Atlanta. He 
has been in jail here since his arrest. 

Mercier was a practicing lawyer in this 
citv. When it was learned that he had 
skipped and when all other facts in his 
case were made known at a session of the 
Atianta bar he was disbarred. He is still 
at large and the reward stiil stands for 
his capture. 

Rowe will be represented by Austin & 
Park and Mr. Cobb will assist Solicitor 
Hill in the prosecution. The case is one 
that will be of special {interest and there 
are those who say that lHveiy developments 
will follow. Rowe stated that he does not 
fear trial and wishes his case disposed of 


as soon as posible. 


THE AUGUSTA SOUTHERN CASE. 


Judge Pardee Ordered That the Dis- 
crimination Against It Cease. 

By the decisicn of Judge Pardee in the 
mandamus proswedings of the Augusta 
Southern aginst the Wrightsville and Ten- 
nille railroad, the latter gompany is. now 
compelled to haul interstate traffic for 
the Augusta Southern at the same price it 
charges the Central, and can no longer 
discriminat>® in favor of the Central at Ten- 
nille and Dublin, Ga. This opgns up atl 
the territory south of Tennille and Dublin 
to the Augusta Southern, and enables this 
road to enter th. fied of competition 
against the Central. 

As stated in yesterday's 
this -lecision is one of great itaportance 
to all the railroads in the country. The 
Augusta Southern charged that the 
Wrightsville and ‘Tennille ratiroad had 
adopted the policy of charging on all in- 
terstate freights tendered to it by the 
Augusta Southern $2.76 for thirty-six miies 
per ton earriage. On similar shipments 
offered by the Central and for the same 
services it charged $2.40 per ton. This, it 
was stated, gave an undue and unreason- 
able preference and advantage to the Cen- 
tral, which enabled it to deprive the Au- 
gusta Southern of large shipments of in- 
terstate freight destined for points south 
of Tennille, and also of large shipments 
of through freight from such points, and 
especially from Dublin and Macon, con- 
signed to Charleston and Port Royal, S&S. 
C., and numerous other points beyond the 
boundaries of Georgia. 

The Augusta Southern asked for a mand- 
atory injunction against the Wrightsville 
and Tennille railroad, restraining it and its 
officers from refusing proper interstate 
freight and traffic facilities and command- 
ing it to receive all such interstate freight 
and trafiic tendered at Dublin and at Ten- 
nille, Ga., by or for the Augusta Southern 
and to transport and move the same upon 
the same reasonable rates and conditions 
upon which the freights of the Central are 
moved, and to cease its discrimination.

of the latter, about three hundred yards, 
before the cars can be interchanged. It 
denied that it was engaged in the trans- 
portation of passengers and freight so as 
to be amenable to the interstate commerce 
law, but was merely a local road and only 
engaged in interstate commerce as a local 
connecting line, which may be used under 
special contract, by which it tad the 
righteto charge the full Jocal rate estab- 
lished by the state law. It admitted that it 
refused to receive the cars of interstate 
freight tendered by complainant, because 
these. cars contained freight consigned to 
points on the Oconee river on through biils 
of lading and division of freight charges 
less than its local rates. 

In his decision Judge Pardee said: 

‘Is the rate of $2.76 a ton on freight in 
itself, not :ocai, but through freight, per se 
unreasonable? As we are now informed, 
we think 4t is. The independent, well-iman- 
aged and prosperous respondent charges 
the Central $2.40 for services which seem 
precisely similar in character to those ren- 
dered the complainant, and it formerly 
charged the complaintant the same rate. 
The cor tons of the traffic remaining 
unchauged, this is at least presumptive evi- 
dence that $2.40 is enough,-and if it is $2.76 
is unreasonable. 

“tor the purpose of this application, then, 
we find that a charge of $2.76 a ton on in- 
terstate freights shipped under conditions 
similar to those, where the Central is 
charged $2.40 per ton, to be an unpreasona- 
bie and unlawful discrimination. 

“We find that the respondent should be 
inhibited under such circumstances from 
exacting on such shipments more than it 
exacts from the Central for similar ser- 
vices. We also direct that the Wrighis- 
ville and Tennille railroad, when this rate 
is paid or tendered by the Augusta South- 
ern, shall, without.unnecessary delay, for- 
ward and deliver such shipments of inter- 
state freight to their destinations and shall 
afford equal and fair facilities for the in- 
terchange of interstate business. 

‘‘We further find that the Augusta South- 
ern shall give bond with security, to be 
approved by a judge of chis court, in the 
sum of $10,000 to secure the Wrightsville 
and Tennille for the difference between 
the rate of $2.40 and $2.76 per ton on inter- 
state shipments in case it should be 
hereafter ascertained that such a discrep- 
ancy is not an nnlawful discrimination; 
and that both parties shall prepare the case 
for final disposition as epeedily as may be 
practicable, and that a mandamus be issued 
and served conformally to this finding un- 
der the provision of section 10 of the act 
of March 2, 389.”

Charles Young will be placed on trial for 
his life before Judge Candler this morning 
and a hard fight will be nade to keep him

The negro was brought back from Ees- 
semer, Ala., where he had fled, last Sun- 
day night, by Deputy Sheriff Greene, and 
immediately upon his arrival preparations 
were begun to give him a trial. 

The crime for which Young will te tried 
was committed last August and it is 
claimed by the prosecution was entirely 
unprovoked. The defense will claim that 
it was in self-defense, inasmuch as [d- 
wards,: the negro killed, was attempting to 
cut Young with a large knife. 

There is a vicinity on Peters street which 
is usually alive with the colored population 
upon Saturday nights, and it was upon one 
of these occasions that Young and Ikd- 
wards started out to ta&e in the town. 
They were friends and worked together. 

But Peters street whisky it not con- 
ducive to friendship. It was in a bar:o00om 
that the negroes began to quarrel. It is 
claimed by Young that Edwards in a mo- 
ment of anger drew his knife and attempt- 
ed to cut him. He fled into a dry goods 
store, where he was still pursued by the 
man with the knife. Here Young states 
that he lost sight of his pursuer for some 
time, but in the meantime, for the purpose 
of protecting himself, borrowed a pistol. 
Later in the night he says that Ldwards 
appeared again and when he started to 
rush upon him Young shot him down. 

This account given by the murderer is de- 
hied ‘by the prosecution. It is claimed by 
them that the crime was unprovoked and 
that Edwards was killed without the 
slighest notice, and without cause. The 
case will probably occupy the entire day. 
Young will be represented by Eb T. Wil- 
liams and John ‘Travis. 

He Sliced Herrman. 

Jim King, the negro who cut up Herrman, 
the Decatur street merchant, some weeks 
ago, was sentenced to ten years before 
Judge Candler yesterday upon the charg 
of assault with intent to murder. 

King went into the store of Herrman 
and asked to see some shoes. They were 
shown to him and while the back of the 
merchant was tur:@d the negro corcealed 
a pair of trousers under his coat. He was 
detected and started to run, when Herrman 
seized him. The negro turned and with a 
sharp knife began to slice up vhe wounte- 
nance of Herrman. He was afterwards 
captured and caught ten years yesterday.

THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS HAVE A PLAN 


But Mr. Inman's Committee Declined 
To Encourage a Purchase Scheme. 
The Latest Situation. 


The city council will meet in adjourned 
Session at 3 o’clock this afternoon to con- 
sider the new city hall question. A report 
of the committee on the question, to which 
the matter was referred Monday, will be 
received and some action taken. 

It seems that the question bas now nar- 
rowed itself to the acceptance of either the 
Proposition of the Venable Bros. or that 
of the East Atlanta Land Company, sub- 
mitted by Mr. Joel Hurt yesterday. Mr. 
Inman’s committee, consisting of Mr. 
Thomas and Mr. Woodward, held a meeting 
and heard the offers of the two parties and 
also the suggestion of the county commis- 
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to erect on the lot situated between Edge- 
wood avenue and Exchange place, a fire- 
proof building, to cost not less than $100,000 
and to lease office space therein to the city 
amounting ¢o 13,000 square feet, for one 
year, with the privilege of renewal for 
five years, for the sum.of $5,000 per annum. 
Coupled with the propsition is the right for 
the city to purchase the property within 
& period of two years at the actual cost of 
erecting the building, the value of the lot 
to be determined by arbitration. In the 
event of a purchase by the city the rental 
paid will be refunded to the city. 

The proposal states that while the build- 
ing is specified to Cost $100,000, the amount 
is fixed because the matter has not been 
considered long enough to mature plans 
fully, the proposers “doubting not that 
before the plans are finally adopted they 
ee for a building to cost nearer $300, - 


The size of the lot on which the build- 
ing will be located is to be 10,000 square 
feet. Work is to be commenced at once. 
It is guaranteed by the proposers that if 
the proposition is accepted it will influence 
the investment of fully $100,000 of additional 
money within the next twelve months on 
property fronting on the same street near 
the same location. The plans of the same 
to be submitted to the council for approval 
before the work is commenced. The city 
hall building to be first-class, having ele- 


vator, heat and all modern office building 


conveniences, 


Mr. Venable’s Offer. 

Venable Bros. agree to furnish the same 
amount of space offered by the chamber of 
commerce (12,575 Square feet) for the city 
offices for the sum of $5,000 per annum. The 
building is to be erected on the old capitol 
site on the corner of Marietta and Forsyth 
streets. Tne bui diftg is to be first-class in 
every respect, being fireproof, metal con- 
structed and having modern conveniences 
such as water, heat and elevator service. 
The same is to be leased for one year with 
the privilege of two, three, four or five at 
the same rental. Should the city decide to 
purchase a lot and erect its own building 
the lease contract will be promptly can- 
celled.

joint city hall and courthouse building. 

No conclusion was reached by the commit- 
tee last night on the matter but a meeting 
will be held this morning in Mr. Inman's 
office, at which a report to the council will 
be formulated and made ready to be sub- 
mitted at the session this afternoon. It 
is known that the report will deal only 
with one of the’ two propositions—that of 
Venable Bros. and Mr. Hurt’s—the com- 
mittee having decided that it cannot con- 
sider a proposition looking to the purchase 
by the city of ground and the erection of 
a building of its own at this time. For that 
reason the committee did not look with 
favor upon the suggeseion of the county 
commissioners and upon Mr. Joel Huri’s 
first proposition, which appeared in The 
Conétitution yesterday. The latter had in 
contemplation the purchase by the city of 
a building to be erected on Edgewood ave- 
nue and Exchange place. 

Will Not Buy Now. 

Mr. Inman and his committee 
Hurt and Mr. Forrest Adair and Mr. Jack 
Spalding, the latter two of the board of 
county commissioners, that the committee 
could not consider a proposition to buy a 
lot or build a hall, it not being within the 
province of the committee under its in- 
structions to consider sucn a question. The 
gentlement were heard on the matter, how- 
ever. When Mr. Hurt was apprised of the 
intention of the committee to report only 
on a proposition based on a lease contract, 
he made the committee a proposition very 
eimilar to that of Mr. Venable, printed in 
The Constitution last week. He proposes 
to erect a handsome structure at the site 
mentioned and lease the city space in it as 
meeded, not ntore than 12,000 square feet, 
for the sum of $5,000 per annum, the city to 
lease the same for a period of one, two, 
three, four or five years, at its option. 

Coupled with the offer is an option giving 
the city the right to purchase the ground 
- and building at the expiration of two years, 
paying a price to be determined upon by 
appraisement. The structure is io cost 
mot less than $100,000. 

Would Return the Rent. 

Mr. S. H. Venable and Mr. W. H. Vena- 
ble were present to look after!their inter- 
ests in the matter and when Mr. Hurt con- 
cluded the former arose and offered the 
city additional inducements to accept their 
proposition. Mr. Venable said that if the 
city desired to purchase their building it 
could be had for its appraised cost and 
if the building was purchased within five 
years the rent’paid before the purchase 
would be returned to the city. 

The two propositions, one of which may 
be reported with a recommendation that 
{t be accepted this afternoon, are as fol-

Mr. Hurt’s New Offer. 
The East Atlanta Lan@ Company propose 
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Stone mountain granite and is guaranteed 
to bring into the city treasury in the way 
of taxes, a sum of money each yé@ar equal 
to one-half the amount the city is now 
paying for rent. If the city purchases the 
building at any time during the five years 
the Venable Bros. will return the rental 
money paid them. The building is to cost 
the city no more than its actual first cost 
and the ground to be paid for by appraised 
valuation. 


What the Chamber Will Do. 


The chamber of commerce propos:ion to 
rent the city the spave it is now occupy- 
ing and some additional space for $,! per 
annum still stands. The city will, of course, 
lease the building for at least one more 
year in the event that one of the two 
propositions outlined is accepted. It will 
require about a year for either of the 
buildings to be erected and placed in teadi- 
for occupancy. The chamber will 
make a strong fight to retain the city of- 
fices in its building and when the marter 
comes before the council a lively discus- 
sion is likely to follow. 

The Commissioners Explained. 

Chairman Adair and Mr. Spalding, of 
the county commissioners’ committee on 
public buildirgs and grounds, explained to 
the Inman committee yesterday what 
might be done by the city and county 
jointly in the matter before it. The idea 
of the county commissioners is expressed 
in the communication sent the council Mon- 
day, which appeared in The Constitution 
yesterday. A good many questions were 
asked the commissioners about the coun- 
1y’s ability and right to erect a building 
or issue bonds to pay for it or to aid the 
city in any manner. Several interesting 
passages between Mr. Adair, Mr. Spalding 
and Mr. Inman were indulged in. "he 
commissioners explained their suggestion 
and argued that if acted on it would be for 
the best interests of the city and county.

CROPS ARE INJURED 


The Continued Dry Weather Has Had 
a Bad Effect. 


BUT FRUIT PROMISES WELL 


The Crop Bulletin Describes the Effect 
‘of This Week’s Weather on 
Agriculture. 


Weather Forezaster Hunt issued his 
weekly crop bulletin yesterday. 

It shows a discouraging state of af- 
fairs throughout the state. The unprece- 
dented hot weather unaccompanied by 
rain, has had a disastrous effect on all 
crops and gardens. 

Cotton has been well cared for by the 
farmers, but lack of moisture has retarded 
its growth. 

Corn is suffering less than cotton, but 
rain is badly needed in the corn fields. 

The fruit outlook is very good. Water- 
melons have a slow but healthy growth. 


What Forecaster Hunt Says. 

The official report reads as follows: 

“The weather has continued excessively 
hot, with scarcely a drop of rain since last 
reports. Farmers have been able to work 
uninterruptedly, and it is safe to say that 
the bulk of the two principal crops is in 
the ground. Corn is, with very few ex- 
ceptions, up to a good stand, and a great 
many fields are receiving their first culti- 
vation. Cotton has been. sown in well- 
prepared soil, but it will require moisture 
to germinate the seeds, and but little is 
yet up. (Minor crops, such as wheat, oats, 
gardens, etc., while not actually suffering 
would be greatly benefited by rains. It 
would appear from reports that farmers 
are giving a great deal more of attention 
to their cotton crops, and if the season 
should prove favorable, the yield from that 
staple will be unusually large. The out- 
look for fruits, vegetables and melons is 
very promising. 

North Section. 
section received more than 
amount of sunshine during 
past week. The weather was hot, with 
southerly winds and no rainfall. These 
conditions favored the farmer in his work, 
but germination and growth ip at: a 
standstill. The planter is well up with 
his work, but everything is badly in need 
of rain. This is especially so in the case 
of oats. Most of the cotton is planted 
and some little of it is coming up. All 
upland corn is planted, and some 
are up to very good stands, considering 
the disadvantages under which they labor. 
Planting of low land corn is now in prog- 
ress. Wheat is not looking so well and 
is beginning to turn vellow in spots. Gar- 
dens are generally late, and unless rain 
occurs shortly they will suffer greatly. 
I'ruit prospects are very promising. 
Central Section. 

“From all parts of the central counties 
are received reports showing that the 
past week has been excessively hot and 
dry. Crop growth is very slow for the 
lack of moftsture, and the ground is gen- 
erally too hard for working. While meny 
farmers have finished planting their cot- 
ton and have some of it already vrown 
above the soil, others are still busy plant- 
ing or are waiting for a rain before plant- 
ing the entire crop. Corn is growing nice- 
lv, but some farners are coinplaining of 
poor stands. Small grain is a good stand, 
but growing slowly. Fruit prospects ex- 
cellent and gardens in fine condition. Rain 
is much needed for all classes of vegeta- 
tion and growth will be slow until it comes. 

Southern Section. 

“In the southern counties the weather 
and crop conditions of the past week were 
very similar to those prevailing in other 
parts of the state There has been a 
total ahsence of rainfall and an excess 
of heat. The good effects of the latter 
have, to a great extent, been offset by 
lack of the fortmer. ‘The greater portion 
of the cotton crop has been planted and 
is up, but a faw planters have not finished 
and are waiting for rain. Corn is prob- 
ably suffering less from lack of moisture 
than other crops, although it would be 
benefited by a shawer. Oats are begin- 
ning to head and generally look healthy. 
Sugar cane good. Watermelons growing 
slowly, but promise well. Crop growth 
will be slow until rain comes to moisten 
the soil. Gardens are especially in need of 
rain, but are inp fine condition.*

TO EXPLCRE GOLD FIELDS. 


STATE GEOLOGIST AND A PARTY 
GOING UF IN CHEROKEE. 


Will Spend Friday Looking Over Some 
Valuable Mines in North 
Georgia, 


The scenes at Cripple.Creek may be du- 
plicated in north Georgia before the year 
is out. The gold fever is on. 

Tomorrow State Geologist Yeates, his as- 
sistant, Mr. Macauley, and a party of 
‘other gentlemen will visit the gold fields 
of north Georgia and make an expert ex- 
amination of reported gold finds in Bartow 
and Cherokee counties. Upon their visit 
much depends. 

Mr. Russell-Howland, a wealthy Eng- 
lishman, who is temporarily residing at 
Cartersville, believes he has found an im- 
mensely rich gold vein in Cherokee county. 
He says it is eight miles in length and 
will supply $20,000,000 of gold per annum, 
or an amount of gold equal to the total 
annual output of the United States. He 
says this yield will continue for cver 18) 
years. He is so enthusiastic over the 
matter that he is arousing the widest in- 
terest. Several big English capitalists 
have been interested and will probably in- 
vest large sums of their. capital in develop- 
ing the rich mines. 

Professor Yeates, the state geologist, has 
become deeply interested in the gold find 
and in order to confirm the startling re- 
ports he leaves tomorrow to make an 
inspection of the gold fields and report on 
them. The matter has been several times 
brought to his attention by Mr. Russell- 
Howland and he has been somewhut credu- 
He goes to the mines at the special 
invitation of Mr. Russell-Howland to in- 
spect the goitd veins. He whl carry his as- 
Sistant with him and together they will 
make a thorough examination. 

They will leave tomorrow afternoon and 
go to Cartersville. At this place they will 
spend the night and will be joined there 
by quite a party. The next day they wiil 
drive over to the gold mines, which are 
located on the road leading from Carters- 
Ville to Canton. They will spend the day 
investigating the rich fields. 

“Tl am sure the geologists and others will 
be surprised,” said Mr. Russell-Howland 
yesterday. ‘“‘The vein I nave found there 
is simply a wonder. Georgia can produce 
as much gold in a year as the whole 
United States are producing now. The gold 
is there. All that is meeded is plenty of 
capital to put in the proper kind of ma- 
chinery for mining the gold. That will 
come when the experts go there and see 
what a wealth of yellow metal there is 
buried there in the earth. I have every 
confidence in the great future ‘of those 
mines. There’s much in them. It will be 
a great thing for Georgia—greater than 
your cotton crop or any other crop which 
the state can produce. Just give the mines 
time for development “and you will see 
that what 1 am saying is strictly true.”

She is said to exercise complete control 
over those who reside in ther neighborhood, 
and whenever a negro has 
against another he applies to the old wo- 
man to put a “‘spell’’ upon his enemy. 
What part the old negro played in the fate 
that caused her son to marry two wives 
Was not brought out at the trial yesterday, 
but she sat to one side eyeing Judge Can- 
The negro spectators 
declared that she had already conjured the 
judge and was putting her “‘spell’’ over the 
Jury box. 

How many wives the bishop had before 
his marriage in 1890 is not known, but it 
was proved that he married during that 
year and lived happily with wife No. 1 for 
some months. lIlis affection began to wane 
and it was noticed by this wife that he 
was not as attentive as before. Upon his 
work as a preacher it was necessary 
him to visit in different sections of 


that he made the acguaintance of another 
woman, who was destined to become wife 
No. 2. He was gifted with eloquent per- 
suasive power and it was not iong before 
he induced the woman to accede to his 
request and become his bride. He kept con- 
cealed the fact that he had another lawful 
wife alive. 

The continued absence of the bishop from 
home excited the suspicion of wife No. 1. 
She applied to the mother of the preacher 
for Knowledge as to his actions. The old 
woman took out her ‘‘kunjer bag’’ and told 
wife No. 1 that if she would keep an eye 
upon her husband she wuld find out some- 
thing. This the woman’ did and came to 
the startling revelation that there was an- 
other woman in the case. It was found 
that her husband had been married again. 

Her rage rose and she called upon the 
Officers to take a hand in the case.
